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policies and round them out. It is realized 
that the tariff was not a Roosevelt but a 
Taft pelicy.

2 OTHER CHILDREN INJURED. 


Sisters Run Down by an Illinois Cen- 
tral Subu ban Train. 


Halloween pranks cost the life of two chil- 
dren and the mortal wounding of two others. 

Two were victims of street cars and the 
other two were struck by an Iilinois Central 
suburban train. 


The Dead. 

HARMS, HELEN, 6 years old, 3045 Lowe ave- 
nue; crushed to death by a Thirty-first street 
car at Lowe avenue, 

MILLER, ROBERT. 11 years old, 6742 St, Law- 
rence avenue; run over by a Calumet electric 
car at South Chicage and Cottage Grove ave- 
nues; died at St. Bernard’s hospital. 


The Injured. 

VAN BERGER, ANNA, aged 12, 7085 Palmer 
avenue; struck by an Illinois Central train at 
the South Shore depot; skull fractured; no 
hope of recovery; at St. Luke’s hospital. 

VAN BERGER, CATHERINE, aged 9, sister of 
Anna; internal injuries that may cause death; 
at St. Luke’s hospital. 

The police believe that all of the foregoing 
accidents were due to childish sports on 

Halloween. 


Killed in Front of Her Home. 

The killing of littl Helen Harms was un- 
usually pathetic. 

She was the only child of her parents. 
While hurrying home at 6 o'clock, after leav- 
ing some playmates with whom she had been 
shooting beans, she was run down by a car 
almost in front of her home. 

The motorman, John O'Malley, saw her 
attempt to cross the tracks, but he was un- 
able to stop the car. By applying the air 
brake he succeeded in bringing the car toa 
halt after she was struck and had rolled un- 
der the front trucks. 

The child was wedged so tightly under the 
car that the wrecking wagon had to be sum- 
moned to lift the coach from her bleeding 
form. 

Persons living in the vicinity were at- 
tracted to the scene, and among those who 
watched the car men lift the heavy coach 
was the little girl’s father. He did not know 
the victim was his daughter until she was 
brought out from under the car. 

The father and mother were stricken with 
grief when they saw the bruised and man- 
gled form. Hoping against hope that there 
still was life in the body, the father directed 
the police to take the child to a doctor’s office 
near by. Thephysician said that death prob- 
ably was instantaneous. 


Two Sisters Mortally Hurt. 

Just a Block from their home, the Van 
Bergen sisters met with the accident that 
probably will cost both their Hives. 
~ Anticipating the pleasure in store for them 
they left home at 7 o'clock to join other chil- 
dren lu the neighborhood in the pranks of 
Halloween. They were walking on the I- 
nois Central tracks when a north bound sub- 
urban train struck them. The train crew 
brought the victims to St. Luke’s hospital and 
then notified the police of the accident. 

There is some mystery about the accident 
by which the Miller lad was mortally wound- 
ed. Albert Frame, motorman of the street 
car that struck him, said the boy was lying 
on the track when the car approached. The 
brakes were applied, but not in time to pre- 
vent the coach running over the prostrate 
lad. His arms and legs were badly crushed 
and several ribs were fractured. 
taken to St. Bernard’s hospital, 
died at 10:40 p. m. 

A bean shooter was found on the car track 
near the spot where the boy was struck, and 
this leads the police to believe that he was 
on a Halloween funexxcursion. The motor- 
man's statement that the boy was lying on 
the track is borne out by several passengers 
who were riding on the front platform. 

Whether he was injured in hitching on a 
wagon or fell from a street car is a mystery 
that the police are trying to solve. 


Masked Man Robs Bakery. 

As Fred Bess, a baker, was standing in hie 
store at 1135 Rush street, about 9 o'clock, 
watching the children having fun with pass- 
ing pedestrians, a young man with a red shirt; 
blue overalis, and a black mask, entered the 
store, and, pointing a revolver at Bess, or- 
dered him to stand aside, Bess thought it was 
a joke, but he changed his mind when the 
masked man took $10 from the cash register 
and fled. 

The police were called to Indiana and State 
streets to stop a gang of boys who were 
placing wagons on the street car tracas and 
hitching on cars for the purpose of pulling the 
trolleys off the wire. The same gang made 
life miserable for the people living in the 
neighborhood of Indiana street and Lincoln 
Park boulevard. 

It was a busy night for the fire department. 
Between 6 p. m. and midnight more than 
thirty alarms were sounded. Many of the 
calls were caused by boys who set fire to 
garbage boxes, sheds, vacant barns, and 
rubbish piles in alleys and vacant iots. From 
6 a. m. to midnight there were seventy-five 
fire alarms, or twenty-four more than were 
sent in on July 4.

PARIS, Oct. 30.— The rumor concerning the 
possibility that the steamer Kronprinzessin 
Cecilie had met with some accident is found- 
ed on the finding on the shore near Cherbourg

It is believed here these may have been 
thrown over by a passenger or that a sailor 
may have been washed overboard. 

An afiditional reason for apprehension was 
the discovery by a French mail boat of an up- 
turned boat in the channel, resembling a deck 
boat of a large steamer.

BENCH MEETS BAR; 
A MUTUAL PLEDGE 


Supreme Court Justices Are 
Guests at Notable Banquet 
Given by Lawyers of 
State Association. 


EACH CAN HELP OTHER. 


W. J. Calhoun Sees Political Mil- 
lennium Here, but Pleads for 
Simplicity of Jefferson 
and Lincoln. 


Seven Supreme court justices—the entire 
Supreme bench of LIllincis—were guests 
of the Illinois State Bar association at a ban- 
quet in Chicago last night. 

For the first time in the history of the state 
the highest court in the commonwealth ac- 
cepted as a body an invitation from the bar 
to join with the lawyers in festivities. 

Laying aside their judiciah robes, the Su- 
preme court justices, Chief Justice William 
H. Farmer and Associate Justices Frank K. 
Dunn, Alonzo K. Vickers, James H. Cart- 
wright, John P. Hand, Orrin N. Carter, and 
the latest recruit to the Supreme bench, 
George A. Cooke, broke through the barriers 
that in ordinary intercourse separate them 
from the members of the bar and mingled 


with them in a spirit of fraternity. 
The banquet was held in the La Salle hotel. 


Seek Better Understanding. 

It was the object of the Illinois Bar asso- 
clatlon to engender a better understanding 
between the men who represent the highest 
legal power in the state and those who are 
daily called upon to invoke their aid as um- 
pires in their professional controversies, and 
in this undertaking they found the justices 
not unwilling to aseist them, As Chief 
Justice Farmer explained: 

„We have nothing to conceal In our meth- 
ods. Until recently I had supposed that 
every member of the bar understood our 
methods of procedure, but, that there may 
be no misunderstanding in the future, I 
shall explain it now, so as to stik for all 
time this criticism which we so frequently 
hear against one man decisions. There are 
no one man opinions written in the Supreme 
court of liligois.” 


Apropos of Unpopular Decisions. 

Choosing, not unpremeditatedly, a time 
when the Supreme court of Illinois has ren- 
dered several decisions which have not met 
with popular approval, the state bar asso- 
ciation prepared this reception and ban- 
quet. In order that the members of the 
Supreme bench might feel they have the sup- 
port of the lawyers of the state and their 
absolute faith in the inviolability of that 
body in adhering to the strict letter of the 
law, regardies of politics or public opinion, 
Edgar A. Bancroft. president of the bar as- 
sociation, made a particular point of dwell- 
ing upon this phase of the situation in his 
opening address at the banquet. 

This is a fitting time for the bar of In. 
nois to express ite confidence in the highest 
court of the state and its admiration of the 
conscientious care and courage with which 
the court has dealt with questions both em- 
barrassed and embarrassing,’ he said, “It 
has decided recent conspicuous cases in a 
manner which accords with the best tradé- 
tlons of judicial independence and fearless- 
ness. 

Some Conspicuous Cases. 

“Conspicuous among these are the deel 
sions involving the legality of the Mueller 
law street car certificates, the direct pri- 
mary laws, and the anti-loan shark law, and 
to these should be added two decisions ren- 
dered during the present week, the Grant 
park case and the Desplaines river case. In 
all these there was not only a strong public 
sentiment in favor of a different decision 
but in nearly all special effort was made 
through the newspapers and other public 
channels to emphasize the public importance 
of an opposite decision. Yet in each the 
court, with an unquestionable fairminded- 
ness and fearlessness, sought for and de- 
clared the judicial right of the controversy.’ 

Calls Strassheim Verdict Best. 

“Ip the recent fine of Sheriff Strassheim 
the court shows its consciousness of its im- 
portance as a part of the governmental sys- 
tem of Illinois. When the constitution placed 
the Supreme court in a position of moral in- 
fluence and power, it interfded that the court 
should maintain that position and be sensi- 
tive to any infraction of ita dignity or author- 
ity. That court is indeed worthy of respect 
when it respects itself.“ 

Telegrams of congratulation and rege at 
that the senders were unable to attend this 
epoch making dinner were received from 
Senator Cullom, a member of the State Bar 
association, Chief Justice Fuller of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme court, and Carroll C. 
Boggs. Senator Cullom said that only ‘il 
health kept him from attending, and ad ivd. 
“I believe in doing honor to the Supreme 
court and in holding up their hands in every 
way possible to lawyers.” 


Chief Justice’s Toast. 
Chief Justice Farmer responded to the 
toast, The Supreme Court of Illinois.” 
“For fear that I shall say something in 
the excitement of the moment that I shall 
later regret, I shall confine myself strictly 
to my manuscript,” he declared as an intro- 
duction to the reading of his speech. 
What I say here will, I suppose, be re- 
garded as an expression of opinion from the

Opinions Freely Expressed. 

“After the opinion is written it is given 
to all the other justices to discuss, and I as- 
sure you from my personal experience, there 
fs no delicacy about each member of the 
court expressing his opinion, even if it is ad- 
verse to that written.. Unless an opinion re- 
ceives four votes in the affirmative, jt is re- 
jected at the conference and assigned to an- 
other judge.

With 1,600 Criminal Cases on 
Docket He Fears Jail 
Deliveries. 


SIX JURISTS ARE NEEDED. 


Prisoners Escape with Light 
Penalties Because of Ina- 
bility to Push Trials. 


“The situation in regard to the adminis- 
tration of the Criminal courts is appalling.” 

This was the keynote of a striking appeal 
made yesterday by State’s Attorney Way- 
man for more judges with which to clean 
up à criminal docket that now comprises 
more than 1,600 cases. 

In a letter addressed to the judges of the 
Superior and Circuit courts, through Judges 
Carpenter and Brentano, chief justices, the 
prosecutor Geclared that the matter was of 
such serious moment that jail deliveries were 
imminent, and many criminals were liable to 
be discharged because of the inability to give 


them trials. 


Mr. Wayman also stated that he had taken 
up the matter with President Busse of the 
county board and, notwithstanding the fact 
that there is a large appropriation for out- 
side jurists to hold court in Cook county, ae 
has been unable to obtain any satisfaction. 


Text of Wayman’s Pilea. 
The prosecutor's letter follows: 


The Hon George A. Carpenter, Chief Justice of 
the Circuit Court and the Judges of the Circuit 
Court.—Gentlemen: The situation with reference 
Yo the administration of the criminal courts is ap- 
palling. There are 1,600 cases on the docket await- 
ing trial, many of them long trials and many of 
them that will be discharged during the next 
term of court if they are not given trial 

The custom has been for years to have four 

judges assigned regularly to the criminal courts 
In order to help us out the judges have from 
month o month assigned others to assist. We 
have now five judges sitting over here—namels: 
Judge Walker, Judge Scanian, and Judge Tuthill 
of the Ciroult court, Judge Walker taking Judge 
Kersten’s place while he is away for a month on 
his vacation, Judge Kersten baving held court 
during August. 
We have Judge McEwen and Judge McSurely 
of the Superior court, Judge McSurely taking the 
place of Judge Barnes temporarily, who is holding 
court on the south side, and Judge McEwen, who 
je regularly assigned. 


Bomb Throwing Case Soon. 


Beginning next week, the bomb throwing case 
will be called, which is one of vast public impor- 
tance, and which will oocupy two or three weeks. 
Judge Scanian announces that he will leave here 
to hold court on the south side on Monday, which 


‘ will leave us with only three judges for the regular 


call. 
We have from 250 to 300 indictments returned 


each month here. There were 1,644 cases pending 


when I took office and there are about that num- 
ber pending now. I would be glad to give facts 
and figures, if you desife, but I am writing this 
letter for the purpose of impressing upon the 
bench the necessity of assigning six judges to the 
Criminal court. 

The old custom of assigning four judges has 


continued notwithstanding the great growth of 


population in the city and the great increase in 
the business, and, as a matter of fact, a vast 
amount of energy is Wasted here in the fretting 
about having additional judges assigned here to 
save the jail deliveries, and, as a matter of fact, 
defendants in court practically dictate terms, and 
we are compelled to allow them to plead guilty to 
petty offenses and take short jail sentences or sen- 
tences to the house of correction when they chould 
be tried by jury on felony charges. 


Need Six Judges Permanently. 


Some time ago I took the matter up with Presi- 
dent Busse of the county board, and notwithstand- 
ing there is several thousand dollars still unused 
for outside judges to hold court in Cook county we 
have been unable to get any permanent satisfactory 
arrangement. 

The assigning of judges for a week or two at s 
time makes it impossible to organize the work 
here so as to have it in readiness to dispose of, and 
is, of course, unsatisfactory to both the judges and 
to this Office, and I think that there is an emerg- 
ency here in the administration of public justice 
that requires that the judges take concerted and 
immediate action in this matter, in view of the 


“fact that the constitution vests in them the only 


power to assign judges to this court. 

We should have six judges sitting here perme- 
nently, and we can then clean up this docket event- 
vally and keep up with the work, and I desire this 
letter to be in the nature of a petition to the judges 
to give this matter their attention. Yours very 
respecfully, J. E. W. WAYMAN. 


Lawyers’ League Formed. 

At a meeting held in the state's attorney's 
offices the attorneys who practice in the 
Criminal court formed an association, to be 
known as the Lawyers’ League of Illinois. 
The lawyers unanimously indorsed Mr. Way- 
man’s campaign against the present jury 
system. 

The attorneys elected Patrick J. Carey 
president, Frank Bowen vice president, 
Charies D. Bradley secretary, and Thomas 
Swanson treasurer. Hereafter meetings will 
be held monthly. The lawyers declared 
themselves in favor of eXminating the parole 
system and the indeterminate sentence. 

It is intended to make a campaign for 
proper legislation, whereby defendants with- 
out means may be allowed to have their cases 
reviewed by the higher courts without cost. 
Higher fees in pauper cases are also asked.

SPECIE CRISIS STORY TOLD 


Details Written by Lazarus Sil- 
verman in Last Illness. 


CAPITAL WAS IN HIS DEBT. 


Resumption of Payment Plan Came to 
Him While on Visit. 


The inside history of the resumption of 
specie payments by the United States, written 
by Lazarus Silverman during his last illness, 
dame to light yesterday. The account appeared 
in the Market World of New York. 

Mr. Silverman, who died on June 9 last, was 
a pioneer banker of Chicago. He was a large 
real estate holder and was interested in trac- 
tion finances when the city was so young that 
few saw the possibilities of street cars, In the 
iron fields at the head of Lake Superior he also 
was a pioneer, being one of the first to foresee 
the coming of the day when those great ore 
deposits would be needed. 

Private business took Mr. Silverman to Wash- 
ington, he said, and while there the need of the 
resumption of specie payments was impressed on 
‘him. He proposed a plan and it was adopted 
so suddenly he was astonished.

GAYNOR LEADS THE ODD

Estimates Favor Tammany Man, 
but Bannard and Hearst 
Are Confident. — 


(BY A SPECIAL’ CORRESPONDENT.) 

New York, Oct: 30.—[Special.}—The nolsi- 
est, dullest, and most vituperative campaign 
r mayor in the history of New York city 
was brought to an end tonight, to the in- 
tense relief of this afflicted town, and with 
everybody guessing as to what will happen 
Tuesday. ; 

It is true that meetings will be held to- 
morrow night, and even Monday night, but 
the big noise and the telling work all have 
been done and, the public fondly hopes, the 
last bucketful of campaign filth has been 
thrown. It has been a trying ordeal for the 
poor voter and, dazed and bewildered, he is 
trying to find out what it is all about. ft 
has been a stream of vituperation, bitter 
personalities and abusive attacks from the 
first, and the real issue, if there was one, 
has been completely lost sight of. 

The campaign closed as it began, in con- 
fusion. Though the most extravagant claims 
are made by the managers of the three po- 
litical camps, it is no secret to anybody who 
has been in close touch with those camps 
that the managers have no deep faith in 
those claims and are prepared for the, worst. 
The canvasses which in former years have 
brought to the leaders more or less definite- 
ness certainly haye served only to con: 
fuse the situation, 


Bannard’s Strength Surprising. 


The most striking thing shown by the can- 
vasses, 30 far as I have been able to learn 
today, is that Bannard seems to be running 
with more strength than any one has placed 
to his credit. : 

If this is the state of mind of the man- 
agers who are supposed to have fingers right 


on the pulse of the situation every minute of 


the day, what must be the opinion of the 
average outsider? Any three men on the 
street wjll give you as many opinions. Per- 
fectly sane men will tell you that Gaynor 
will win by 125,000, others equally sane will 
tell you Bannard will win by 75,000, and stil! 
othets will assert that Hearst will get more 
votes than the two combined. ' 

The. betting odds—if the | insignificant 
amount of betting that has been déne can be 
said to have established any odds—pick Gay- 
nor to win at 2 to 1, but if a eonfident Hearst 
or Bannard booster should happen to stroll 
into the Hoffman house with a bunch of 
money, nobody is a bit certain that those odds 
wouldn’t fade away in a minute. Less than 
$20,000 has been wagered by Charlie Mahoney 
of the Hoffman house, where in previous 
years half a million has been staked at this 
stage of the campaign. Perhaps the anti- 
betting law may have made the sporting 
men a little nervous, and it is reported on 
upper Broadway that the men who like to lay 
odds have sent their commissions to Chicago. 


-Gaynor’s “Breaks” Please Enemies. 
Judge Gaynor's enemies are certain that 
he has hurt himself by every speech he has 
‘made. He has, in fact, made breaks in 
his speeches that have given severe anguish 
to the Tammany men who would like to man- 
age him. He hee struck out right and left 
and has used language which for plainness 
and bluntness never has been equaled on the 
stump. He has shocked audience after audl- 
ence by declaring that Hearst's pretensions 
„ made him puke.’ He sent a letter to a 
Bannard campaigner named Albert B. Kerr, 
answering a bitter attack that Kerr made on 
him, and in the letter he drew his pen through 
the name Kerr and wrote above it Cur.”’ 

This created such a riffie in the campaign 
that the Bannard managers expected that 
Gaynor promptly would disown the letter. 
Expecting such action on his part, they got 
out affidavits that the word Cur had been 
written in the letter when it was-received. 
To their amazement, just about the time 
their affidavits reached the newspaper offices, 
Gaynor in a speech admitted that he had 
written “Cur,” and said that the writer of 
the letter was a Cur.“ 

He accused me of protect houses of 
prostitu as a judge,” cried ynor. “I 
say that a man who says that is a cur, even 
though his name is spelled Kerr.“ 

This brought down the house, and the Ban- 
nard men, who thought they had a tremen- 
dous issue in the Kerr letter, began to won- 
der if they were correct. 


Gaynor’s Campaign’ Unique. 

Gaynor has ignored all the known forms 
of campaigning. He has had no campaign 
headquarters, he has not been to a head- 
quarters once, and has staid at his quiet home 
in Brooklyn, having no communication what- 
ever with polliticlans. He has conducted no 
campaign outside of his speeches, and he has 
sent back all the contributions of money 
that have been sent to him. He has been 
the despair of Tammany” They have wrung 
their hands as he has gone on, doing one 
erratic thing after another and making one 
break after another, as they considered it. 
None of their entreaties moved him, and 
now they are beginning to wonder if Gaynor 
does not understand the plain people a great 
deal better than they do and whether his 
style of doing things has not appealed to 
them. 

Though an effort has been made to have 
the fight made for the control of the board 
of estimate, the body which votes all of the 
city’s. appropriations, this has failed and 
attention, naturally has been concentrated 
upon the mayoralty. Whatever happens to 
Gaynor, it would seem to be almost certain 
that his two associates on the city ticket, 
Robert R. Moore, candidate for controller, 
and John F. Galvin, candidate for president 
of the board of aldermen, will be defeated.

Tammany is, of course, extremely anxious 
for Moore and Galvin to win, but the odds 
appear to be too strong against them and the 
indications are that fusion will contro! the 
board of estimate.

Cincinnati, O., Oct. 930.--(Special.)]—The 
elections to be held in Ohio next Tuesday are 
for the selection of municipal and township 
officials.

Chinese Puzzle Confronts Voters. 


This is the sort of political Chinese puzzle 
which the bewildered voter is trying to solve. 
Since Mr. Hearst capsized the regular ma- 
chine vote of both parties, two years ago, 
political calculation has not seen an easy 
thing in New York City, and tonight five- 
sixths of the speculation over the results on 
Tuesday hinges, as. it has since the begin- 
ning of the campaign, upon the probable 
strength of the Hearst vote. It is the riddle 
of the campaign, and the cleverest and most 
skillful politicians’ in the business, after 
house to house canvasses lasting two weeks 
admit today that they have been unable to 
solve it. 

Upon the surface Hearst is making almost 
if not quite as big a disturbance as he did 
four years ago. His meetings have been 
noisy and well attended. It is true he has 
only spoken on alternate nights, and has not 
attempted to make any whirlwind campaign. 
He is not spending money as he did four 


Fears ago, and most of what he is spending 


apparently is going to rival newspapers to 
advertise his speeches. e has no organiza- 
tion, the hastily improvised civic alliance 
being a mere shell. Hundreds of his former 
prominent followers openly are supporting 
Gaynor, and almost the only promi- 
nent man openly supporting him is William 
M. Ivins. Besides all this. he injected him- 
self into the campaign at a late hour after 
having indorsed Gaynor.

Ivins Votes Going to Bannard. 


It is conceded that every one of those 137, 
000 votes that Ivins got was a dyed in the 
wool Republican vote that will go to Bannard 
this year. It also is conceded that no fewer 
than 15,000 Republicans voted for McCellan 
four years ago to beat Hearst, and that these 
will return in a body to Bannard. Fully 
15,000 conservative Democrats—rich men, 


Picked by Betting Element. 


New York, Oct. 30.—The triangular cam- 
paign for mayor of Greater New York saw 
the beginning of its end tonight in an almost 
final burst of oratory and red fire, and with 
the bosses and managers claiming every- 
thing in sight. Voters will cast their ballots 
on Tuesday. 

We shall carry every borough and elect 
practically every office of importance,“ was 
the claim of Charles F. Murphy, the Tam- 
many leader. Gaynor will get more votes 
than Bannard and Hearst put together. 
Hearst will run second.” 

Otto T. Bannard, the Republican nominee, 
said that the conservative estimates by Re- 
publican leaders showed that he would de- 
feat Gaynor by from 40,000 to 50,000 and 
would outrun Hearst by more than 100,000. 

The Hearst managers said that Hearst 
would receive 270,000 votes, indicating a plu- 
rality of about 109,000. 

Hearst was the only one of the trio who 
did not speak tonight. Gaynor spoke at an 
uptown riding academy, and Bannard deliy- 
ered six speeches, the Principal one of which 
was at Cooper Union. 

Gaynor will hold his final meeting on Mon- 
day night in Harlem. Hearst will close hig 
campaign at Madison Square garden tomor- 
row hight. 

Bannard Says “Vote Early.” 

At Cooper Union tonight Mr. Bannard said: 

Without hesitation I have stated pub- 
licly my views upon“ all questions pertinent 
to my candidacy. My habit of mind is prac- 
tical rather than theoretéeal. My part in 
the campaign has been my own, without 
abuse except to Tammany Hall and its pirate 
chief. Further patience is wasted with that 
form of government. They cannot help it; 
they are kleptomaniacs, As to the mayor- 
alty, I have a like confidence that the silent 
vote will choose a business mam Vote early 
Tuesday morning.” N 

It is reported on the curt that election bets 
aggregating $70,000 were laid during the 
morning on a 2 to 1 bass, Gaynor against 
the field. The flurry of 5 to 2 nd 9 to 4 bets 
completely disappeared today, and 2 to 1 
money was all there was in sight.

Gaynor Campaign Collapses. 


The complete collapse of the Gaynor cam- 
g2 was emphasized when it became 
nown that the final monster massmeet- 
ing which had been planned for Madison 
Square garden tonight had been called off 
suddenly and there would be no windup for 
Gaynor in the immense amphitheater. There 
were many pretexts advanced both at Tam- 
many hall and at the Gaynor headquarters 
as to why the meeting for Madisor Square 
garden had been abandoned. 

One was because Mr. Gaynor had not been 
heard enough on the upper west side, and 
that instead of speaking at Madisoh Square 
garden it was thought best for him to speak 
tonight at Durland’s. Another was that it 
was because Mr. Gaynor’s voice was not 
large enough to be heard to advantage ip 
Madison Squere garden.

“Ths trip has been illuminating to many 
of us. fot so much aß offering a solution to 
the construction of the deep waterway in the 
immediate future as in illustrating the diff 
culties which we wil! have to meet and ovér- 
come im order that our rivers may occupy 
their proper place in transportation of the 
country’s commerce. 

“If public attention is taken off the prob- 
lem of the rivers and they are allowed to 
become mere sewers, it isn't in human nature 
to think of them as great arteries of trans- 
portation at first thought. Je have not 
made the progress in river construction and 
nayigation that we should have made in the 
last forty years. Now we have reached the 
point where we are bound to use them, be- 
cause the amount of freight that is to be 
carried necessitates their use. ,

Address by W. B. Kavanaugh. 

During the morning session the thousands 
of persons who had gathered expecting to 
hear the president listened to aa address by 
W. B. Kavanaugh, president of the Lakes 
to Gulf Deep Waterway association. Mr. 
Kavanaugh urged haste ia the project and 
told the delegates that congress was all that 
stood between them and the fulfillment of 
their hopes. The text of Mr. Kavanaugh’s 
address follows: ‘ 

“The plan for a deep waterway is an ac- 
complished fact. What we need now is ac- 
tion. The history of the Mississippi river has 
been a story of inaction and of niggardly 
appropriations, which have been fought 
through the rivers and harbors committee 
and through congress without rhyme or rea- 
son. The whole valley is sick with the con- 
gestion of itgtransportation system, and only 
this deep waterway cag relieve it. The people 
of the Mississipp! valley must have definite 
assurance that this carrier is to be completed 
ata certain date, and that date must not 
de much more remote than the completion 
of the Panama canal. 

Mr. Kavanaugh said the people looked to 
President Taft for tne execution of the great 
task. He referred to the president’s trip 


sdown the river, saying: 


He has seen the richest farm lands in the 
world crumbling from its banks. dissolving 
in ite waters; he has seen levees that pro- 
tect 32.000 square miles of this rich alluvial 
threatened by these caving banks; he has 
seen the remains of uncompleted revetments 
th@t have been torn away by the river, be- 
cause a neglectful congress had not pro- 
vided for their completion, and he has seen a 
thousand mile channel unburdened by 2 
single modern vessel, the docks of its many 
cities unmarked by a single installation of 
modern termina! apparatus. 


River No Longer Untamable. 

“ There was a day when the Mississ!_ pi vas 
considered an untamable stream, which shift- 
ed ite channel and devoured its banks at will. 
Today we are able to show the presiaent of 
the United States two remarkable changes— 
one of these is @ river which, in its most diffi- 
kult and most readily shifting porta has been 
bound down by the engineers to a fixed chan- 
nel, with permanent banks; that has been 
forced to scour its own bed, ana permit the 
passing ef deeper ships. | 
„The other is a great garden land of soll 
worth from $100 to $200 an acre, capable of 
producing in crops every year enough money 
to pay many times over the entire cost of 
producing a fourteen foot channel from Chi- 
cago to New Orleans, and this sol! protected 
from waste only by those same engineering 
devices which have held the river in its fixed 
bed and which make the deep waterway. 

„We have shown him this, and now weare 
ready to ask him to extend the revetments 
which do this work into every bend on the 
Mississ , and to carry this deep waterwey 
and the protection to farm lands adjacent to 
it throughout the course of the Mississippi. 

„ We wish to go further than this improve- 
ment, revetment, and contraction, and to see 
some broad gefieral plan adopted which shal! 
cover the whole control of the water in the 


: $63,000,000. I am in favor of | rive 
ahead with that which has been deter- 
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spending $20.000,000 to step it by locks down 
to the soft bottom portion of the Illinois 
river. From there to the gulf the way Is 
clear and the plans are ready. 

Referring to the waterway improvement 
methods of the past, Mr. Kavanaugh said: 

The people no longer will tolerate the 
‘pork barrel’ method of compelling govern- 
ment engineers to allot funds for river im- 
provements according to congressional dis- 
tricts, nor will they allow the development 
of the greatest of their highways to depend 
upon uncertain appropriations.“ 

The speaker said that when congress con- 
venes this winter it will have to consider 
seriously for the first time the great problem 
of the conservation of water, which President 
Roosevelt foresaw, and among other things 
the establishment of some big central bureau, 
probably a department of public works, to 
undertake the entire control of our running 
water. 


„But,“ said he, the deep waterway must! 


not wait for this. In floods and in low water 
a fourteen foot channel can be easily main- 
tained.”’ 


Waterway to Check Railroads. 


Mr. Kavanaugh quoted President Taft as 
having said that in order to solve the trans- 
portation problem we must have recourse to 
our waterways, and continued: The prob- 
lems of transportation multiply with the in- 
crease of prosperity. and the president of 
the nation, who 1s so certain that waterways 
are the solution of our trouble, is the one who 
is most determined to lead us on to the 
greatest inerease of prosperity. Prosperity 
demands a guarantee of this: that whatever 
turn the genera! plans for the conservation 
of water may take, the project for the four- 
teen foot lakes-to-the-gulf déep waterway 
shall be adopted and pushed on to comple- 
tion. 5 
Although in a recent report which estab- 
lished the feasibility and efficiency of the 
work from a constructive point of view and 
the art engineers attempted to deride its 
commercial value, the presence of the chief 
executive and representative of 60.000,000 peo- 
ple here is evidence that the people believe 
the project is worth the money, no matter 
what the cost, and we submit the cost is rea- 
sonable. They believe, as President Taft 
believes. and as Theodore Roosevelt be- 
lieved, in the efficiency of the waterways. 
‘Give us the deep channels,“ they cry to con- 
gress, and we will build ships and carry 
cargoes on them.’ 

“The plan for the waterway must be 
adopted as a whole, and must be adhered to 
from start to finish.“ 


. Congressmen Must Give Aid. 


The speaker declared that the sentiment of 
the Mississippi valley is so determined on 
this project that a congressman who would 
refuse to sanction it could not be returned 
to Washington. 

“There is,“ he sald, no Tonger doubt 
that the great majority of our people not 
only favor but are enthusiastically. deter- 
mined upon the development of éur water- 
ways, and first of all upon the fourteen foot 
deep waterway from the lakes to the gulf.“ 

The question, Do the people rule? will 


be answered, he asserted, when congress 


meets and its members vote yes or no upon 
the question of the immediate execution of 
the plans for the fourteen foot channel. 
All over America.“ Mr. Kavanaugh con- 
tinued, the waterway idea is growing. and 
with it is coming a new stimulus, a new de- 
velopment which promises cheaper rates and 
quick and better transportation to the whole 
country. 
Everything which contributes to the 
cheaper handling of freight increases traffic 
and advances prosperity. The history of the 
great lakes stands glaringly before us as 
the story of an enormous increase in traffic, 
depending upon three things: the deepening 
of the channels, the improvement of the 
steamboats, and the establishment of the 
fastest and most economical loading and 
unloading machines. 


Company to Build Boats. 


Many of us who believe strongly in the 
future of the valley already have incorpo- 
rated and set about building up a large line 
to use the most modern. types of boats and to 
erect at every city terminal docks of the best 
European type. In ten years we hope to be 
carrying 20,000,000 tons of freight.“ 

Mr. Kavanaugh spoke of the efforts of Ger- 
many to deepen her waterways, which he 

ntrasted with those of America. 

In conclusion: he gave a glowing descrip- 
tion of what might be expected upon com- 
pletion of the waterway, and said that New 
Orleans will become the port of the whole 
Mississippi valley and in time the greatest 
port in America. :

President Taft was the guest of honor of 
the Pickwick club, New Orleans’ most ex- 
elusive social organization, at an 8 o’clock 
dinner. Among the members of the presiden- 
tial party were Secretary Nagel, Secretary 
of War’ Dickinson, Postmaster General 
Hitchcock, and Dr. Richardson, physician 
to the president.

New Orleans, La., Oct. 30.—[Special.]— 
State and federal government clashed when 
fifteen governors, almost to a man, by ad- 
vocating prompt action in making an actu- 
ality of the lakes-to-gulf deep waterway 
project, challenged Speaker Cannon after a 
farewell dinner on board the steamer St. 
Paul Friday night. For nearly four hours 
the insurgent governors and Cannon waged 
conflict. 

The informal after dinner talking began 
lightly. It had been arranged that each 
governor either should tell a story or sing 
a song, to give for the first time to the dig- 
nified atmosphere something of joviality and 
good fellowship. Until the more candid of 
the governors were called upon by Toast- 
master James E. Smith, of the Business 
Men's league of St. Louis, the plan succeeded 
well, but after the flash of fire had once been 
seen the jokes fell flat and men sat tense in 
their seats. 


Stubbs “Starts Things Going.” 

Diametrically opposing the continued con- 
servatism urged by Cannon, Gov. Stubbs in- 
sisted emphatically that it was time to 
get down to brass tacks and that engineers 
should now be called in to prepare definite 
working plans and estimates of cost. Then 
he figuratively turned his baek on the gov- 
ernment, and argued that the business men. 
through their municipal organizations, should 
and could take up and put through the prop- 
osition by getting behind their congressmen. 
and that these bodies should work for the 
advancement of those who favor it and for 
the retirement of those who do not. 

Gov. Deneen said the people of Illinois 
were for men who believed tn carrying out 
the plan and not for those who raise a 
cloud of mystery about it.“ 

Speaker Cannon's retort was directed at 
Gov. Stubbs. 

J apprehend,” he said, with a touch of 


adopt any actually feasible plan that is laid 
before it. 

‘To begin with, I have been guarded about 
committing myself, because the time for 
action is approaching. I have accepted the 
hospitality of the business men of St. Louis, 
not to be a student at a kin@ergarten school 
of politics, but to learn something that may 
be of value to me as a member of the house 
of representatives.“ 


Sharp Retort to Stubbs. 


After saying that he would learn what was 
best to be done, in his own time and his own 
way, the speaker turned suddenly about and 
looked Gov. Stubbs squarely in the face, say- 
ing: 

do not believe any good can be accom- 
plished by a policy that has for its announced 
object ihe retirement of those members of 
congress who want to have a knowledge of 
what they are doing before they vote on this 
proposition. A member of either house whe 
would cast his vote on as important a matter 
as this without due study must be conceded to 
be without understanding and is not fit to help 
make laws for this country. 

“This is. not the time for unbounded en- 
thusiaem and the inflaming of the imagina- 
tion of the people through the expression of 
thoughtlesg sentiment. If you are going to 
do this you have got to know what it will 
cost you. You wil) have to have engineers 
not only pronounce its feasibility but submit 
the plan itself, before you can intelligently 
advocate it. We must not be swept off our 
feet.” 

Stubbs Says Now’s the Time. 

There wee a little hush of expectancy when 
Gov. Stubbs was called upon. Fora moment 
he stood silent, studying his audience. Then 
he began: 

‘*I shall be disappointed if this results only 
in a good time and a fine entertainment pro- 
vided by the business men of St. Louis. I 
am satisfied that the time to get right down 
to brass tacks is now. Now is the time for 
a definite plan, without further talk about it. 
Let engineers at once prepare an estimate of 
what it will cost and an actual working plan 
to make the channel. Then take it to the 
people of this country and let them say for 
themselves what they will have. 

„Ask every commercial club and business 
men's organization in every city in the Union 
to help. Let them get behind their congress- 
men to vote for the bond issue, Let them 
work for the advancement of every man 
who favor the proposition and for the re- 
tirement of those who do not. 


Could Build It in Five Years, He Says. 
“The details can be worked out. There is 
no doubt whatever about the possibility of 
it being done. And the man who says that 
millions of traffic will not be brought to the 
river upon the completion of the work dis- 
eredits ordinary intelligence. No, it is not 
for a moment a question of details. There 
is no hesitation about building a railroad 
when once it is known to be needed. They 
issue bonds and build, no matter what th 
obstacles to be surmounted. The question 
of details does not come up in the considera- 
tion of whether a railroad shall be built or 
not be built, and waterways are a better 
transportation tion than rails. 
“Why, this channel could be completed in 
five years! I can do it. You know, Dave 
Francis, that it can be done—that you could 
do it.

Stubbs and Deneen, any topic re- 
motely connected with waterways, devoting 
himself to historical reminiscences which 
could have no possible bearing upon the sub- 
ject uppermost in the minds of all present. 
It was not until eight governors had with- 
out qualification commended the waterways 
project that the speaker announced through 
James E. Smith that he would make a state- 
ment. 

Gov. Wilison, who had been appointed to 
present a resolution of thanks to the Busi- 
ness Men's league, spoke first. But this was 
the beginning of the merrymaking plan, and 
the cold seriousness that cropped out later 
was warded off. Yet the governor of Kan- 
sas sald: 

Jam satisfied that all of us [speaking 
for his fellow governors] are impressed with 
the necessity and feasibility of this move- 


ment. 


Carolina Governors Again. 


Gov. Ansel of South Carolina said that he 
had a telegram from the governor of North 
Carolina, and read it: 

We want water, more water, and deep 
water.“

Gov. Weeks of Connecticut:

100 Railroads Flowing Past. 


Gov. Hadley of Missouri, who, though he 
fol’owed Speaker Cannon, was out of hearing 
when he made his statement, said: 

„ Railroeds would be enthusiastically wel- 
comed anywhere. There are 100 railroads 
flowing unused past the state of Missouri. 
The possibilities of the waterways exceeds 
all the questions in which the American 
people are interested. I believe that an in- 
telligent plan should be submitted first, but 
that the question eventually will be solved.“ 

Gov. Eberhard of Minnesota:

In continuing his address, Mr. Cannon told 
of his two earlier trips to New Orleans. 
When a mere lad, he said, he came down the 
river on a freight boat, and he described his 
great joy at getiing back to his home on the 
Wabash. He came once more in 1873. with 
the first waterways commission under Capt. 
‘Eads, when. the journey was made from St. 
Louis te Galveston by rail, thence by gulf 
steamer to the mouth of the Mississippi, and 
by train to New Orleans. The first commis- 
sion sought a twenty-eight foot channel 
from the mouth of the river to the city.’ 

The next term,“ said Cannon, was my 
first in the house, and after we made this 
inspection trip we met the same doubt of the 
possibility of the scheme that we meet now. 

“Capt. Eads came to Washington and we 
dickered with him and finally made terms 
on the old style formula of no cure. no pay. 

We were skeptical of Capt. Eads, but he 

began the work and was successful, and the 

river now is continually digging its own 
channel and getting deeper and deeper, until 
the biggest ocean vessels come up here. 


Hopes Waterway Will Come Soon. 

Cannon expressed the hope that this gener - 
ation would see these same vessels making 
their way up the Mississippi as far as St. 
Paul and up the Ohio equally far. 

The speaker said with apparent glee that 
he had made the same speech at practically 
every city on the river, asserting that the 
greatest satisfaction was due to the fact that 
he made his brother congressmen and other 
passengers listen to the same speech. 

„The pleasure was offset, though,“ said the 
speaker, by their inflicting their speeches 
on me, one speech being made by actual 
count forty-nine times.” 

The New Orleans committee had arranged 
a varied program for the guests, including a 
sparring match and vaudeville program. Mr. 
Cannon was in a friendly mood, shaking 
hands with the young women dancers and 
beaming on them. He did not sta), however, 
for the smoker program. 


TAFT REACHES NEW ORLEANS . 
AMIDST HEARTY WELOOME. 


Warships Fire Guns and Whistles 
Toot, but Many Are Disappointed, as 
Late Arrival Spoils Program. 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 30.—[{Special.j—It 
‘vas 1 o'clock this afternoon when the presi- 
lent's salute of twenty-one guns from the 
United States gunboat Mississippi announced 
the approach of the Oleander, bearing Presi- 
dent Taft, and a few minutes later the first 
boat of the fleet steamed into New Orleans 
harbor. 

The Alton came next, then the Quincy, and 
the Lily, and within a few. minutes all the 
boats of the fleet had steamed into their 
places along the wharf, the St. Paul, bear- 
ing state governors and newspaper men, 
being the last to arrive. 

The fina! stretch of the long journey was 
completed in good order. The beats left Baton 
Rouge together, and kept in close sailing 
order from that point to the destination. 

New Orleans turned out early for its wel- 
come to the chief executive. Crowds gath- 
ered along the wharf at 7 o'clock in numbers 
which blocked the streets for blocks. Even 
when it was learned that the ships would be 
several hours late in reaching here, the mul- 
titude braved the heat of the Louisiana sun 
and waited in patience for the salute which 
would announce the approach of the presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Fully 15.000 persons were waiting on th? 
levee when Taft landed. He was met bv 
Phillip Werlin, president of the Progressive 
union, and other members of that organiza- 
tion, members of Gov. Sanders’ staff in full 
military regalia, Brig. Gen. A. L. Mie, 
commanding the department of the gulf, and 
Lieut. Charles C. Allen, aid de camp. 

Owing to the delay in the arrival of the 
boats, word was received from Capt. Archi- 
bald Butt that the president could not take 
part in the military parade nor could he 
visit the St. Charles hotel to view the long 
procession. Instead he was driven to the 
home of Archbishop Blenk at Esplanade and 
St. Claude streets, where he enjoyed lunch- 
eon. 

Other guests at the luncheon were Phillip 
Werlin, Paul Capdevilie, Gov. Sanders, 
Mayor Martin Beherman, Secretary Dickin- 
son, Postmaster General Hitchcock, Secre- 
tary Nagle, Alcee Fortiere, and Capt. A. W. 
Butt. After the luncheon. the president was 
driven to the Athenzum, where he addressed 
the waterways convention. 

Committees of the Progressive union were 
disappointed at the unexpected turn in the 
arrangements of the welcome program, and 
Mr. Werlein was free in his criticism of 
those by whom the changes were made. 

The arrangement and reception commit- 
tees have been superseded,” he declared, 
and, according to a telegram from Capt. 
Butt, final arrangements were made on 
board the Oleander. We all are greatly dis- 
appointed that the parade could not have 
taken place, while the 200,000 persons who 
have gathered all along the line of march 
in hopes of seeing President Taft, feel de- 
cidedly slighted.”

FLEET AT COFFEE . 


Lacht Races Afar Up River to 
Take News of Day to Trav- 
eling Statesmen. 


CHEERS FOR THE PAPERS. 


Much Red Tape Has to Be Un- 
wound to Get Edition to 
Impatient Boats. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

New Orleans. La., Oct. 30.—[Special.]}—i"? 
TRIBUNE ended what men aboard the Taft 
fleet called the most spectacular feat of mod- 
ern journalism when it published its second 
New Orleans edition last night. The edition 
was the fifth to be issued in keeping up with 
the progrese of the fleet down the Missis- 


sippi. 

The first deep waterways edition of Tue 
TRIBUNE was issued at St. Louis on the day 
that President Taft arrived for the beginning 
of the river voyage. The second was issued 
at Memphis on the morning of the fleet’s 
arrival, and the third appeared to welcome 
the fleet at Natchez. 

The way of placing the New Orleans edi- 
tion aboard the fleet before its arrival yes- 
terday had Dr. Cook's and Commander 
Peary’s dashes for the pole backed off the 
boards. The edition came out in the morn- 
ing. The fleet was four hours late, and the 
notables aboard hadn't had a Trispunge for 
twenty-four hours. So the circulation man- 
ager chartered a swift motor boat, sped up 
the river twenty miles, and threw the edition 
aboard. It was the last feat of the number 
of spectacular events which have marked 
the printing of THe Trisune in foreign 
cities. 


All Ships Get the News. 

THE TRIBUNE S scoutship, the Picayune, 
picked up every one of the twenty-four ves- 
sels in the fleet and shunted aboard the news 
of the last twenty-four hours in New Or- 
leans and elsewhere. 

The Picayune had a hard siege in starting 
up the Mississippi. It had to battle with the 
current, but it could have accomplished this 
had it been known where and how the boat 
should have been steered. 

In the first place there was a stringent ar- 
der from Commander Tillman, commanding 
the flotilla, that no boats of any description 
should land within 200 yards of any vessel of 
the presidential expedition. 

Tue TRIBUNE, however, arranged matters 
so that the unbound Picayune, bearing the 
latest waterway edition of THE TRIBUNE and 
the morning edition of the Picayune, could 
throw the bundles of papers aboard the 
twenty-four ships. 

Sufficient suggestion had been received 
from the Oleander that Tus TRIBUNE'S boat 
might proceed with safety through the fleet. 
so that the seagoing yacht Picayune started 
away from the New Orleans dock at 3 o’clock 
this morning with 5,000 papers aboard for 
the fleet. 


St. Paul Is Last in Line. 

The yacht visited every boat in the long 
string which streteted out for four miles up 
the river. The Picayune touched bows with 
every one of them. It was a bunch of cheers 
which greeted the arrival of the dispatch 
boat. é 

The St. Paul was the last steamer to be 
served with news from the outer world, 
from which the president and the governors 
had been separated for nearly twenty-four 
hours. 

Five hundred papers were thrown 2 
and the Picayune dashed away to catch t 
head of the fleet. Tue TRIBUNE'S launch 
passed every steamboat in the fleet and ar- 
rived at the New Orleans dock fifteen min- 
utes ahead of everybody, including the pres- 
ident, having furnished THe TRIBUNE and 
the news of the world to every one of the 
2.000 aboard with their morning coffee.

the city smoke department, the Illinois Cen- 
tral and the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
roads yesterday made an effort to hide the 
smut on their pinafores, while a representa- 
tive of Tue TRIBUNE and an inepector from 
the department observed the performances. 
Legally, and with recognition of strict def- 
initions of the word dense which precedes 
the word smoke in the anti-emoke ordi- 
nance, the railroads managed to skirt the 
forbidden boundary between smoke that is 
dense and smoke that is accounted thin 
enough to be within the law.

Within Limits of Law. 

There's the smoke—plenty of it—but it is 
within the law,” admitted Inspector Har- 
ris, who had not been with THE TRIBUNE rep- | 
resentatives on previous days when the dis- | 
charges of smoke had played hob with the 
law. “The ordinance says smoke that is 
dense * is tie only kind of smoke that consti- 
tutes a violation. We count bmoke as dense 
when it is so thick that we can’t see through 
it at the smokestack.” 

The reference to the smoker in the ordi- 
mance suggested a recent statement by 
Health Commissioner Evans to the effect that 
the admission of the word dense in the 
ordinance has largely fettered the city in 
fighting smoke. The word was looked up in 
three dictionaries and the following defini- 
tions were found: 

Webster: Dense— Having the constitu- 
ent parts closely united; close: compact; con- 
taining much matter in a small space. All 
sorts of bodies, firm and fluid, denge and rare.’

Nothing could have been more cordial than 
his reception of my friends and of myself. 
Clear. outspoken, and prompt, he expressed 
his sympathy with the land of his fathers 
and with the parliamentary party as the best 
agency for working out its freedom, and he 
gave us a handsome subscription and a splen- 
did letter as the mark of his sympathy. In 
spite of the multiform demand upon his 
time, for he is one of the most hard worked 
men even in the feverishly working New 
England, Archbishop O Connell gave us two 
long interviews, and his support was a tower 
of strength to us.

O’Reiliy Friendship Recalled.

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NEWS OF MUSIC WORLD. 


Tilly Koenen’s Chicago Debut. 

Many lieder singers have come to our lake 
front and met successfully the test of our 
concert public. Several opera stars have 
come into a flattering heritage of applause 
in this city. Also are there known here sun- 
dry ballad mongers whose name spells profit 
and no smal! amount of sincere appreciation. 
But yesterday’s newcomer fixed for herself a 
novel niche in the affections of her smal! but 
discriminating audience by combining the 
various elements into an organic whole de- 
lightful to chronicle. Her name is Miss 
Tilly Koenen. . 

With the first offering of her program Miss 
Koenen compelled the belief that she is pre- 
eminently a lieder singer. There was much 
to substantiate this belief. She certainly is 
a most authoritative exponent of that gentle 
art. We have had sufficient variety in the 
exploitation of that style to affix a charac- 
teristic name to almost any outburst of the 
German language.- We have had enough 
solemnity in the process to satisfy a Quaker 
in a Sunday mood. 

But Miss Koenen's lieder singing is some- 
thing different. She has a saving sense of 
humor. Not that there is any suggestion of 
levity about her exposition of Schubert's 
Dem Unendlichen,“ for example; she is a 
conscientious artiste. In violent contrast to 
the demonstrations of certain of the worthy 
band are her quiet, sedf-sacrificing methods 
of projecting points not a whit less powerful 
than those of our beet tragedians. And, 
gladsome memory, there is a marvelously 
beautiful voice at the disposal of the singer. 

This volce is the real contralto so often 


| lauded to the skies and so rarely heard. In 


compass it is comprehensive, comprising as 
it does the range of many a deserving mezzo 
and many more hopeful altos. There is no 
suggestion of registers, breaks, wolf 
notes and the rest of the list of undesirable 
mechanisms. It would be an elaboration of 
the truth to say that there are no differ- 
ences to be noted between the extremes of 
this unusual range. There are, but they have 
almost disappeared under the magic touch of 
the singer who understands and controls the 
mechanics of her art. | 

That the mechanics of singing were no puz- 
zie to Miss Koenen was proved by the per- 
fect control of the lowest tones at all times. 
That New York man who declared that no 
contralto can produce a smooth tone in the 
vocal depths should attend Miss Koenen's 
recitals. She does it not once, but many 
times. Just as striking is her mastery ofthe 
extremes of altitude. The same unblem- 
ished tone is hers throughouf the compass. 

a 

Of this tone nothing but superlatives can 
be said. It is rich in color, it is broad and 
solid, it is a magnificent fabric built upon a 
foundation ‘of perfect breath control. The 
vibrant fortissimos contain no hint of effort 
and strain, the pianissimos that melt away to 
the vanishing point are as solid and true as 
they are transparent. The voice, in short, 


is one of those mipacles that are the sub- 


stance of things hoped for; for once the sub- 
stance ig real substance—not shadow. 

Hence it is no wonder that the record of 
success can be marked up against the first 
appearance of the contralto from the Neth- 
erlands. For in command of this battery of 
excellencies is the brain of a good musician. 
Miss Koenen proved so much by the group of 
German songs. One can sing these things 
with brains and little voice, but not with voice 
and few brains. 

Schubert's Die Kraehe ” (“ The Raven) 
and Brahms' Sapphic Ode were most im- 
pressive. The entire quartet of lieder was 
excellent. But the complete revelation came 
with the angular inspirations of one Haendel. 
This selection, named “ Furibondo spira 11 
vento” (translated roughly. Like unto a 
furious storm”) was an amazing piece of 
virtuosity. In considering it, we can only 
describe; analysis is a dengerous quick- 


sand of speculation.

We have heard many coloratura singers 
in brave defiance of the same Haendel, and 
there have been several whose struggles have 
prevailed. But Miss Koenen's audience had 
a demonstration of adeduate technique in 
successful combat. Those long continued 
runs and zig-zag cadenza-like flourishes that 
so interested the man of many oratorios and 
more operas were taken at a nerve-trying 
speed. There was 30 saving of tone, no hus- 
pandry of breath to the gasping point; one 
had the feeling all the time that Miss Koenen 
was more than sufficient to the task. 
She was. Every one of the individual 


notes of these long meter phrases was set 


as cleanly as its neighbor. Each one 
3 with his own little pat on the head. 
The trying passages were like a string of 
pearls, except for the peculiar tone color of 
the contralto voice. They were brilliant, 
b with a brilliance of sonority refined to 
the point of mellownmess. There was no 
spreading of the intervals, no flexibility of 
pitch, that is to gay. The entire aria was 
a splendid tribute to the school of singing so 
out of favor because it discourages laziness. 
Miss Koenen offered three Dutch children’s 
songs that proved her virtuosity still more 
emphatically. They were no technical test, 
but they were a test of versatility. Her last 
group of Straurz and Wolf songs was more 
than successful, the Cradle Song ot the for- . 
mer being an exquisite bit.

been bi digs of the Jefferson church. A 
search of the file did not Gisclose the ser- 


mon. 


„I do not want to seem to crowd a brother 
preacher too much,” said Mr. McConnell, 
„% but if it is so, as has been stated, that his 
‘Church Glorious’ sermon was identical with 
my Glorious Church’ sermon, I still must 
say that I do not understand how two men 
could independently write just the same mat- 
ter about the same subject. 


Writes Explanation to Church. 


“It may be that Mr. Munneke chose the 
subject by chance and that what he said 
was similar to what 1 aid only in-spirit 
Such things have happened before. I recail 
a case in Wilmington, O., in which three 4if- 
ferent ministers preached to a church that 
was seeking a pastor, and the title of each 
of the three sermons was: “a Kingdom

* I wrote a letter to a ber of the board 
of the Milwaukee church and sent it by spe- 
cial delivery. The letter contained a full 
statement of how and when I wrote the ser- 
mon.

The biggest amount obtained by the al- 
leged swindlers in one lump is said to have 
been $50,000, which Mrs. Bowen got per- 
sonally from a Pittsburg firm. 

Detective Leonard Zimmer of the Cottage 
Grove avenue station took the stand and told 
new details of the confessions made to him 
by the two defendants while he was bringing 
them back from Seattle, Wash., where they 
were arrested. 


Hunt for Woman Leede, 


“Hughes told me at the police station,” 
he said, that he would go around and get 
orders for advertising. The contract would 
be signed and when he got out of the store 
he would tear the upper portion of the con- 
tratt off and the remainder was a promis- 
sory note. He said he would get the money 
on this, but didn’t tell exactly how. Some- 
times the business firms he went to would 


continue paying him sums of money, believ- 


ing they were getting a running advertise- 
ment in his book.”

French Dramatist Can’t Explain 
Why He Didn’t Shoot. 


SAYS SOUL SOARED-IN JOY. 


Whistle of Opponent’s Bullet Trans- 
ported Him,

PARIS. Oct. 80.—Only languid interest 
usually follows the details of a duel in Paris 
nowadays. but that between Henri Bernstein, 
the dramatist whose works are so well known 
in America, and Francis Chevassu, the 
Figaro’s dramatic critic, is somewhat out of 
the stereotyped order. 

In the first place dame nature chose to 
provide for it a harmonious environment. 
A dismal spot in the Parc des Princes was 
the scene and one of the most dismal! storms 
that it is possible to see, even in Paris. was 
in progress. Umbrellas, thoroughly soaked, 
were stuck upright in the ground to mark the 
positions of the combatants. 

“It is bad enough to undergo the risk of 
being killed in the midst of warm, genial 
sunlight, but it is an outrage to be asked to 
take that chance on a day like this,“ grum- 
bled one of the seconds. 

But there never was a gayer principal in 
a duel than Bernstein; At the instant when 
he was asked to take his place and be shot 


at he was chatting and laughing in the live- 


liest manner with surgeon friends who might 
at the hext moment have occasion to probe 
his anatomy for a villainous ball. 


Why Didn’t Bernstein Shoot? 

Such a bad event, however, was not down 
In books of fate. The cables already have 
told how Chevassu fired first, missing his 
mark, and how Bernstein disdainfully ad- 
vanced one step and put his pistol behind 
him, his second taking it from him immedi- 
ately afterward and discharging it in the air. 
Bernstein's course suggesting a peculiar psy- 
chological phenomenon, he was asked why 
he did not try to hit his opponent. 

“I really don’t know,” was his reply. 
Perhaps it was because I was thinking of 
something else.“ 

That was as good a way as another of 
avoiding an answer which might have seemed 
like laying claim to a magnanimous impulse, 
and his friends have credited him with that 
all the same. 

What's magnanlmity but indifference to 
vengeful self-gratiflcatlon? one of them re- 
marked. But I think I ought to tell what 
Bernstein said to me almost immediately 
after the affair. 

“*T can hardly account for my own state 
of mind? he declared; ‘I confess to having 
been subject to a singular sense of exalta- 
tion when i faced my enemy of the moment 
and realized that in him death possibly was 
personified.’ 


“Mind Soared Above Duel.” 


In spite of all that my mind insistently 
occupied itself with other things. It seemed 
o soar above and beyond the present scene, 
and my whole being was pervaded with a 
strange sense of. indifference to what was 
about to take place. Flashes of suggestion 
came to me regarding a play I had been plan- 
ning. i might almost say something stronger 
than myself possessed me. I felt more Uke 
a spectator than an actual participant in the 
small drama that had been arranged. When 
I heard the whistle of Chevassu’s bullet as 
it sped past me it almost seemed asifa voice 
within me exclaimed, ‘‘ There, I told you so!“ 
Really, now, what would have been the use 
of my killing Chevassu? I didn't go there 
because I wanted to kill him IV led 
2 Ai 
J obeyed the call as in honor bound. He 
had the pleasure of shooting at me. I didn't 
want toshoot and I didn't shoot. That's all.“ 


No Escape from the Duel. 

Under the traditional code of honor there 
was no possible escape on the part of the 
critic from challenging the dramatist, after 
what had passed between them. Bernstein 
charged that Chevassu had condemned his 


play Le Griffe, unfairly, and from inter- 


ested motives. He intimated that Chevassu 
was actuated by a desire to please a rival 
dramatist, who, though not directly named, 
evidently is none other than Rothschiid, 
whose newest piece, per contra, has been su- 
perlatively praised in The Figaro. 
‘“(Chevassu is grateful,’’ wrote Bernstein 
“He espouses the rancors as well as the 
ambition of his patron. He defends the lat- 
ter's plays even at the expense of others.“ 
On the whole, this duel seems (o have added 
something to the moral prestige of Henrt 
Bernstein and nothing at all to the reputation 


of his opponent. 


BACCILI MOVE IN PICTURES 
AS RESULT OF DISCOVERY. 


Young French Scientist Finds New Use 
for Cinematograph—Images Project- 
ed Successfully on Screens, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS. Oct. 30—Moving pictures of the 
smallest micro-organisms discernible through 
the most perfect magnifying instruments 
have been made by Jean Comandon, a young 
French scientist. His work is duly reported 
by the Academy of Sciences. causing more 
open wonderment than is usually expressed 
by that body of cold blooded savants. 

The baccili first represented were one- 
thousandth of a milimeter in length. They 
are known as tripanozomes, and inhabit the 
blood of mice which had been inoculated with 
germs of the sleeping sickness disease. 

Thirty-two cinematographs per second were 
taken of these almost infinitely little crea- 
tures and the images were projected upon a 
screen on a scale of 20,000 diameters. 

One drop of the blood of a mouse placed 
between two plates of giass is sufficient to 
furnish endless variations of animate mo- 
tion. A flea depicted in pictures of the same 
proportion would look as big as a six story

abun other baccili were also reported in the 
same manner, including several ty pes found 
in the blood of human beings. 

Prof. Dastre, a member of the Academy 
of Sciences, said:. 

“The consequences of Comandon’s discov- 
ery are almost incalculable. All of the activ- 
ities of microbes, incfüding brownian move- 
ments, which are so little understood, can 
now be studied with a precision hitherto in- 
conceivable. 

„ Physiological questions of the greatest 
importance, impossible of elucidation in the 
past, can probably be solved by the new 
method.

Scotch Engineer Tells 
Steam-Turbine-Electric 
Now Being Built. 


MAKES OWN CURRENT. 


Inventor Says It Will Prove 
Worth and Be Adopted by 
World’s Railways. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON Oct. 30.—President Hugh Reid 
of the Glasgow University Engineering so- 
clety has annoynced that a new locomotive 
is under construction which may lead to the 
turbine system, which revolutionized steam 
propulsion on the. Atlantic, being applied to 
the railway engines of the world. 

Reid describes this engine as the first steam- 
turbine-electric locomotive. Various pro- 
posals have been made to electrify the exist- 
ing steam railways, but the anticipated cost 
of conversion and of the prospective subse- 
quent maintenance hitherto has prevented 
progress. 

Attempts have been made to introduce in 
dependent, self-generating electric units that 
might operate over existing railway systems 
without necessitating any electrical equip 
ment on the railways themselves. The Hei! 
mann steam-electre locomotive, which was 
built in 1804, was the most notable of thes: 
attempts, but Reid declares that the new 
steam-turbine-electric locomotive, now being 
built by the North British Locomotive com- 
pany, is of much more practical development. 


Steamed Up Like Ordinary Engine. 

The steam is generated in a er of the 
ordinary locomotive type, superhéated steam 
from the boiler is led to a turbine of impulse 
type, running at a speed of 3.000 revolutions 
a minute, to which is coupled directly a con- 
tinuous current, variable voltage dynamo 
or generator. The dynamo supplies electirca:! 
energy of from 200 to 600 volts to four series 
of traction motors, the armatures of which 
are built om the four main or driving axles 
of the locomotive. 

The exhaust steam from the turbine passes 
into an ejector condenser and, together with 
che circulating candensing water, is de- 
livered evnetually toa hot well. As the steam 
turbine is unlike a reciprocating steam en- 
gine in that it requires no internal lubrica- 
tion, the water of condensation is free from 
oi] and consequently is returned from the 
hot well direct to the boiler by means of a 
feed pump. The water evaporated by the 
boller therefore is returned to the boller a 
gain and again and the supply of water car- 
ried in the tanks is actually circulating 
water for condénsation purposes. 

This condensing water is circulated with- 
in a practically closed cycle by means of 
small centrifugal pumps driven by auxiliary 
steam turbines placed alongside the main 
turbine and dynamo. 


Engine Result of Years of Study. 

Reid declares the idea is the outcome of 
much thought and experiment over a period 
of several years and is being carried out on 
a large scale. As the engine under construc. 
tion is intended for express and passenger 
work, Reid hopes to obtain from its actual 
working comparisons with the performances 
of reciprocating steam locomotives, especially 
as regards the relative consumption of fue! 
and fater, and also ae to the efficciency of 
transforming the energy of steam into the 
drawbar or train pull, and also the relative 
rapidity of acceleration under the old and 
new systems. 

The component parts of this steam-tur- 
bine-electric locomotive already have proved 
themselves effective and efficient in other ap- 
plications and the novelty lies in the com- 
bination of the different elements of which 
the locomotive is composed. The expected 
results in this case should not, therefore, 
Reid believes, be so problematical as in an 
invention where the novelty is in the details.

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ITALY IS WON OVER BY CZAR 


Now to Act with Russia, France, 
and Great Britain. 


STILL IN TRIPLE ALLIANCE, 


But Value as Supporter of Germany 
and Austria Weakens. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Oct. 30.—The full meaning and 
effect of the .czar’s visit to Italy are now 
clearly understood in the diplomatic world. 
The meeting was a direct result of the ulti- 
matum sent to Russia by Germany during 
last March. which compelled the czar to 
accept Austria’s violation of the Berlin 
treaty in annexing Bosnia and Herzegovina. 

This was made clear by the czar’s ostenta- 
tions in the avoidance of Austrian territory 
on his journeys to and from Italy, and it 
was feared in both Vienna and Berlin thata 
result of the visit might be Italy's early 
withdrawal from the triple alliance on ac- 
count of its strong opposition to Austria’s 
Balkan policy. 

This fear is altogether baseless; on the 
contrary, no such move has been at any 
time contemplated, and Russia has neither 
suggested nor desired it. Both Great Britain 
and France are in entire accord with Russia 
on this point. 


Italy Joins Triple Entente. 

It ig true, nevertheless, that as a result of 
the czar’s visit Italy has joined this trip.e 
entente and sincerely associated itself with 
the policy and aims of Great Britain, Russia, 
and France in all of the important features 
of the European situation. 

The apparent inconsistency of this action 
does not, in fact, exis® but it is well under- 
stood that Italy’a obligations of military co- 
operation under the terms of the triple a 
Hance arise only in case one or both of its 
dllies are attacked by Russia and France 
simultaneously. 

Italy is in no way bound to codperate in any 
combative or provecative policy and it is 
for an emphatic guarantee of pacific inten- 
tions that the triple entente seeks the ad- 
hesion of Itafy as a fourth member.

Value as Ally Greatly Reduced, 

Emperors Wilhelm and Francis Joseph will 
probably feel that Italy's value as an ally has 
been reduced almost to the vanishing point 
for practical purposes by its action of this 
week, but it retains its voice in the triplice, 
and its influence, as far as it goes, will be 
restraining and pacific. 

The first effect of the creation of the new 
quadruple entente can be seen in the develop- 
ments of the situation in southeastern Eu- 
rope. Italy is in complete accord with the 
other three powers in the general policy there 
and will strenuously oppose any moves to- 
ward afurther aggrandizement by Austria. 

The present serious crisis in Greece 
threatens to call out the first united action by 
the quadruple entente and there are some 
who fear that Germany and Austria may 
seize the occasion to give an indirect evi- 
Hence of their resentment against Italy in 
this connection. 2

BERLIN, Oct. 30.— The American woman 
in all her glory is to be shown at Berlin's 
American exposition in 1910. Preliminary 
arrangements for such an exhibit have just 
been set in motion by Mrs. Norma Knupfel 
Lutge, whe, despite her Teutonic name, is a 
native born American, having just left New 
York to take up her residence in Berlin. She 
is well known in managerial capacities in the 
United States through connection with Im- 
portant musical enterprises. 

The celebrated Leipsig Philharmonic or- 
chestra, under the conductorship of Hans 
Winterstein, toured the country in 1900 under 
Mrs. Knupfel Lutge's direction, and Daniel

Will Show Feminine Capacity. 

Mrs. Knupfel Lutge's plan is to exhibit 
feminine America to Germony from all sices, 
particulagi im the home, in order to show 
that the hausfrau flourishes in the United 
States too. She proposed to transplant the 
interiors of model dwellings, representing 
every stratum of Yankee womankind, from 
the working women to the society queen 
characteristic of America. Kitchens will be 
seen in the act of turning out such world fa- 
mous specialties as flapjacks, corned beef 
hash, pumpkin pies, and other things mother 
used to make. ’ 

Special attention will also be bestowed on 
American feminine toggery, which is so ad- 
mired by German and other European wom- 
en. The department, in short, is to be a 
composite of the things which make Ameri- 
can women, in the estimation of their hus- 
bands, the best housekeepers, the best dress- 
ers, and all-around best women of the world. 


Promoterg Are Enthusiastic. 

Promoters of the exposition welcome Mrs. 
Knupfel Lutge’s project enthusiastically, 
and promise to devote to the department 
enough space to make it one of the prime at- 
tractions of the show. If the management 
carries out its purpose of having a bevy of 
typical girls recruited from various sections 
of the country to preside over the department 
the success of the enterprise is assured be- 
yond a question of doubt.

‘BID U.S. 10 BUY TURK BONDS 


Further Invitations for Ameri- 
cans to Invest Expected. 


BIG LOAN IS CONTEMPLATED. 


Official Hopes This Country Will Take 
Interest in Deal. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 30.—Further invi- 
tations to American capital to invest in the 
government bonds of Turkey may be ex- 
pected from the Turkish government. 

So much was shown in an interview today 
with A. Rustem Bey, chargé d’affaires of the 
Turkish embassy in this city. He expressed 
gratification at the terms on which Turkey 
has just been able to float a loan of $30,000,- 
000, but regretted that Americans obtained 
none of this issue. 

He believes Turkey would be as profitable 
a field of investment to the American banker 
as China. 

Its Cheapest National Debt. 

‘‘The conclusion on the 13th instant of the 
new Ottoman loan of $30,000,000, for which 
bids were invited in the United States and 
Europe, constitutes a highly interesting 
event in the history of Turkey,’’ said Rustem 
Bey. 

he rate of issue was 86 and the rate of 
interest 4 per cent. This is a cheaper na- 
tional debt for Turkey than any ever con- 
tracted before. But what is even more im- 
portant is that the Ottoman bank, repre- 
senting principally French and English cap- 
ital, through which the operation was 
brought to a successful conclusion, consented 
to dispense with the guarantee of the coun- 
ell of administration of the Ottomam public 
debt (an international institution), without 
which it has been impossible for Turkey to 
raise money for the last thirty years. 


Has Confidence of Europe. 

“Coupled with the easy financial terms on 
which the loan was concluded, this shows 
that young Turkey has gained the confidence 
of the money interests in Europe. In other 
words, in the old continent, which is so well 
situated for judging in the matter, all doubts 
have ceased to exist concerning the stability 
of the new institutions in Turkey and the 
power of the country to accomplish Its refor- 
mation through them. 

“This implicit proclamation of Turkey’s 
financial emancipation cannot fail to havea 
beneficial effect on the further development 
of the empire and it is to be hoped that when 
the time comes for her to issue the big loan 
of 250000, 000 of which she is thinking, the 
United States will take a greater interest in 
the matter than has been the case in the loan

Government Regrets Feeding. 

Apropos of the poster which the suffrage 
ettes showed Mr. Asquith, it is evident that 
the government rather regrets its action in 
feeding the suffragette prisoners by force 
So many are the complaints and petitions ree 
ceived from outside that the prison doctors 
now are finding it expedient to be unable to 
use the stomach pump or nasal tube because 
of some weakness on the part of the hunger 
striker. 

A full account of the feeding by force has 
been made by a Miss Burkitt, recently re- 
leased from Winson Green jail. in Birming- 
ham. Miss Burkitt said that she had under- 
taken three hunger strikes—one of eighty. 
one hours, one of seventy-six, and the last of 
twenty-four hours. She commenced her 
hunger strike as soon as she got to prison. 
Attempts were made to induce her to take 
food, but she refused. 


Kitchen Is Torture Chamber. 

On Tuesday she was taken to the he ‘pital 
kitchen, which she described as the torture 
chamber, where there were two doctors, four 
wardresses, and the matron. They forced 
her to sit in a chair, her head was forced 
back and the doctors between them forced 
her Ups open and poured what she believed 
to be meat juice and milk through the crev- 
ices of her teeth. She did not swallow any, 
however, and after half an hour's vain at- 
tempts they gave up. a 

The prison doctor then forced the nasa 
tube up her nose, but she struggled and 
coughed, and they did not succeed. She was 
taken back to her cell in a weak condition, 
but later she again was conveyed to the tor- 
ture chamber. where there were three doc- 
tors in addition to the nurses and matrons. 
She again protested and resisted. but they 
forced her head back and used the feeding 


cup. 

She refused to swallow and then the stom- 
ach pump was mentioned. One of the doctors 
pushed a gag into her mouth and forced the 
tube down her throat. She was utterly ter- 
rified and in a e perspiration, and after a 
little time the tube was removed. 


Finally Forced to Take Food. 

The feeding cup again was placed to her 
mouth and this time she swallowed a good 
deal of milk and brandy. Every two hours 
afterward she was fed by three wardresses 
with a feeding cup. 

The governor came to her and told her that 
he had received a letter from the home sec- 
retary in reply to a petition which she had 
sent in which he said: 

J cannot interfere with the magistrate’s 
decision and have given the prison authort- 
ties every power to use what force they think 
necessary to make you take food. 

Later, she said, she started another hunger 
strike, but was forcibly fed, and Friday 
morning, when she was cold and in a state of 
collapse, she was taken to the hospital and 
surrounded with hot water bottles. She ree 
mained in the hospital until her release.

HIGH HONOR TO BELONG. 


Ancient Ceremonial of Investi- 
ture Modified; Payment of 
Fees Still Exists.

Quietiy, and without much pomp or cere- 
mony, has the Order of the Bath just cele- 
brated the six hundredth anniversary of its 
founding. It may be described as the 
Ultima Thule of every servant of the British. 
crown, differing therein from the orders of 
the Garter, the Thistle, and the St. Patréck, 
about the distribution of which there is, in 
the words of Lord Palmerston, no question 
of any d—d merit.“ 

Whereas these three orders are bestowed 
upon peers of the realm in recognition of the 
political influence which they are able to 
exercise, and of the support which through 
their territorial possessions they are in a 
position to accord to the administration of the 
day, the Bath is restricted to distinguished 
offiéers of the army and navy, and to mem- 
bers of the civil service. In one word, it is 
conferred exclusively for services to the 
state, as distinct from services to any mere 
political party that may happen to be in 
power. i 

— 

It is divided into two branches —- namely: the 
military and naval knights, and the civilian 
knights, and each branch into three classes, 
consisting of Knights Grand Cross, Knights 
Commander, and Companions of the Order; 
The Knights Grand Cross of the order may 
not exceed fifty-five of the military and naval 
division. and twenty-seven of the civilian 
branch; and, whereas, the latter comprise 
veteran ambassadors, such as Sir Frank 
Lascelles and Sir Francis Bertie, and famous 
administrators like Lord Cromer and Lord 
Milner, the military and naval knights of 
the first class are such men as Admiral of the 
Fleet Sir Edward Seymour, Field Marshal 
Bir Evelyn Wood, Admiral of the Fieet Sir 
John Fisher, and Field Marshal Lord Wolse- 
ley. 

The members of the second class, known as 
Knight Commanders, may not exceed 145 
for the military and naval services, and 
108 for the civil service; the Naval and Mili- 
tary Knights, consist as a rule of lieuten- 
ant generals and of vice admirals, while the 
Civil Servants are ministers plenipotentiary 
of many years of service, and the permanent 
under secretaries of state at the head of 
great government departments in London. 

The third class, or Companions of the Or- 
der, are limited to 1,000 all told; that is to say. 
about 750 for the army and navy, and the 
remainder for the civil service; and it is par- 
ticularly provided that no naval or military 
officer can be nominated for this class of the 
order unless he has been mentioned in the 
dispatches as having distinguished himself 
in the face of the enemy, Moreover, it can- 
not be bestowed upon any officer of inferior 
rank to that of major in the army and of 
commander in the royal navy. When it is 
borne in mind that King Edward has some 
300,000,000 people subject to his rule, it will 
reacily be seen that to possess the Order of 
the Bath, which does not exceed all told some 
1,400 knights, every one of whom has ren- 
dered conspicuous service to the state, con- 
stitutes a highly prized honor and much val- 
ued dignity. 


— 

To the best of my knowledge there has 
been only one American citizen who as such 
has ever been decorated with the Order of 
the Bath—namely: Commander Pearson of 
the United States navy, who received it in 
recognition of the valuable assistance which 
he rendered in 1864 to Vice Admiral Sir Au- 
gustus Kuper at the bombardment of Shi- 
monoseki, the stronghold of Shimadzu; the 
all powerful Daimio of Satsuma, whose 
granddaughter was recently in this country 
as consort of the imperial Japanese Prince 
Kuni. 

70 Henry IV. belongs the merit of found- 
ing the Order of the Bath, on the occasion 
of his coronation, and it is related by Frois- 
gart that he selected forty-six of his most 
trusted and valued followers for the distinc- 
tion. Their title seems to have been derived 
from the important role played by the bath 
in the ceremony of their initiation. For, ac- 
cording to Froissart, the knight-elect, on ar- 
rival at court, attended by his two ésquires, 
was undressed by them and placed in a bath 
prepared for him by the king’s barber, this 
functionary receiving the candidate’s clothes 
as his perquisite. The knight-elect was then 
removed from the water with the words, 
May this be an honorable bath to you!” 
and placed wet and naked to dry on a plain 

bed without curiains. 

As soon as he was dry he was arrayed in 
a monk’s robe and conducted barefoot to the 

royal chapel by two of the gravest knights 
about the court, selected for that purpose by 
the king. in the chapel he offered a wax 
taper in honor of God, and a penny in honor 
of the sovereign, and was left in prayer till 
the following morning, when, after being 
clothed in rich apparel, he was led into the 
presence of the king, his spurs hanging to 
the hilt of his sword. The right spur was 
then buckled on to the candidate by the peer 
of the highest rank there, and the left spur 
by the senior knight; and the king, after 
girding on the sword, bade him kneel, and 
with his own sword struck bim on the right 
shoulder, exclaiming: “ Arise, Sir John!“ or 
Sir James!“ as the case may be, and then, 
when the man had arisen, he embraced him, 
saying, “* Be thou a good and true knight!“ 


— 

The new knight wae then taken back to the 
chapel, where he offered his sword on the 
altar. On leaving the chapel he was met at 
the door by the king’s chief cook, “‘who stood 
there with his white apron and sleeves and 
@ chopper in his hand and challenged tho 
Spurs ot the new knight, who had to re- 
Geem them with a noble in money, tnreaten- 
ing them nevertheless that if they should 
pot be true and loyai to the king it must be 
his office to hew them from their heels 
For whenever a knight was sentenced to 
degradation for treason or dishonorable con- 
duct by the sovereign, his gold spurs, which 
were among the chief insignia of his dignity, 
were hewn from his heels by the master 

cok of the monarch. Every article of the 
nme knight's equipment and raiment wag 
claimed in a similar fashion by officers of the 
court, and had to be redeemed by payment 

of fees. 

Though all this quaint old ceremonial has 
long since been abolished and quasi-public 
ablutions no longer form and cel 
thereof, the investiture being restric to 
the sovereign’s stroke of the sword on the 
shoulder, and to the fastening of the insignia 
to the uniform, yet all these fees, dating from 
medieval times, still survive; and while in thé 
case of a Knight of the Bath they are rela- 
tively light, in that of a Knight of the Garter 
the amount exceeds $5,000, Not one penny 
piece of this goes into the coffers of the 
crown or of the state, but is absorbed by func- 
tionaries about the court. who exact the

On the accession of Edward VII., he ap- 
pointed his only bfother, the soldier duke 
of Connaught, as grand master of the order, 
reviving for his sake an office which had 
been in abeyance ever since the death of 
John Montagu, second duke of Montagu, in 
the reign of George II. The extent to which 
appointment and promotion in the order is de- 
pendént upon service is shown by the fact 
that at the time, although the duke ot Con- 
naught was a general in the army and had 
commanded as such the troops of the Bom- 
bay presidency, he merely possessed the 
second class of the Bath, as a knight com- 
mander; while it was not until last summer 
that Vice Admiral Prince Louls of Batten- 
berg on the occasion of the official celebra- 
tion of King Edward's birthday was pro- 
moted to the first class of the military di- 
vision. 

— 


While. the sovereign is free to confer the 
Victorian Order upon any one whom he 
pleases to single out for the distinction, 
without interfereace on the part of the admin- 
istration, he cannot bestow the Order of the 
Bath without the appointment being.counter- 
signed by the secretary of state for war, who 


nation to parliament. And this again em- 
phasizes the fact that possession of the Bath 
denotes service to the state rather than royal 
favor. 

Military men predominate in the order over 
officers of the senior service—that is to say, 
of the navy—by some 70 and even 80 per 
cent. This is due to the fact that while 
England has been almost continually en- 
gaged during the last forty or fifty years in 
a succession of smal! wars on land, in addi- 
tion to the more serious ones in South Africa, 
Afghanistan, Egypt, and the Soudan, there 
has virtuaily, since the bombardment of 
“Alexandria in 1882, been no opportunity at 
sea for officers of the British navy to win 
that distinction in the face of the enemy, 
which, according to the statutes of the Order 
of the Bath, is a sine qua non to membership 
thereof, | 

— 
There is a considerable difference between 
the insignia of the civilian and the naval] and 
military branches of the Order of the Bath, 
although the red ribbon and the motto, 
“Tria juncta in uno,“ are the same. The 
badge of the Military Knights of every de- 
gree, since the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, has consisted of a gold and white 
enameled Maltese cross, with gold lions in the 
forr angles, in the center the rose, the thistle, 
and the shamrock, as well as the three im- 
perial cPowns. The civilian Knights retain 
the old badge of the order—namely: a gold 
medallion, on which a rose, a thistle, and a 
shamrock issuing from a scepter between 
three imperial crowns are encircled by an 
oval band of gold, on which is inscribed the 
motto. These badges are worn by the mem- 
bers of the third class. attached to a short 
piece of ribbon fastened on to the left breast 
of the uniform; by the members of the sec- 
ond class suspended to a red ribbon encircling 
the neck, and by the Knights of the first class 
on the left hip, fastened to a broad red rib- 
bon crossing the breast diagonally from the 
right shoulder. 
and second class wear in addition thereto a 
star on the left breast, formed of rays or 
flames of silver, with the badge as described 
above reproduced in the center. 
— 


Besides this the Knights of the first class— 
but they alone—receive on their invéstiture 
a long gold collar, to which the badge of 
the order is suspended. The collar is com- 
posed of nine imperial ¢rowns alternating 
with eight enameled combinations of roses, 
thistles, and shamrocks, the whole series be- 
ing Unked together by seventeen golden 
knots, enameled white. This collar is the 
property of the crown, and on the demise of 
a knight has to be réturned by his heir 
either to the monarch at an audience ac- 
corded for the purpose or else, if the king so 
directs it, to the Chancery of the Royal Or- 
ders at K. James’ palace. These collars, 
fastened at the shoulder by white satin 
bows, are worn on great occasions and also 
at minor ¢eremonies, euch as levees, if they 
happen to fall on what are known as Collar 
day. For the collars are à relic of medieval 
times, when gold chains bestowed by the sov- 
ereign constituted a reward for services to 
the crown. and of high office in the state.

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LECTURERS OF U.S. 


N orth American Professors 
Make Official Debut. at 
Berlin University. 


NO DIPLOMACY IN TRIP. 


Mission Intended to Carry Out 
Academie Intent of Ex- 
change Idea. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS. } 

BERLIN, Oct. 30.—Another era of the 
American exchange of professors in Ger- 
many was opened ceremoniously in the pres- 
ence of the kaiser at the University of Ber- 
lin at noon today when President Wheeler 
of the University of California and Prot. 
Moore of Harvaré university delivered their 
inaugural addresses. 

America was officially represented at the 
impressive exercises by Charge d'Affaires 
Hitt and Secretary Scholle of the American 
embassy, while the highest dignitaries of the 
university and representatives of the foreign 
office were there to support the kaiser in ex- 
tending Germany’s welcome to the newcom- 
ers. 

President Wheeler sketched briefly the 
nature of the topic on which he will lecture 
three days a week for the next few months, 
namely, “ The Power of Public Opinion in 
America.” Prof. Moore also outlined his 
course, which will deal with The History of 
Religion. ; 

Political Aspect Not Intended. 

It is believed that despite the obvious po- 
litical importance which the kaiser attaches 
to the exchange professorship idea, there is 
a lively desire on the part of both the gov- 
ernment and university authorities in the 
United States to keep the exchange strictly 
an academic institution and devoſd of official, 
political or diplomatic aspects of any kind. 

One or two previous exchange professors 
seriously embarrassed the American govern- 
ment by insisting in a rather ludicrous man- 
ner on the “ambassadorial ’’ capacity and 
allowing themselves to be feted by eager 
Germen hosts on the suppositton that the pro- 
fessors had come to Berlin on some other mis- 
sion than a. diffusion of American culture. 


No Basis for Present Fears. 

It may be stated that neither of the dis- 
tinguished scholars who made their debut at 
the university will labor under any such delu- 
sions. Prof. Moore’s theological topic is 
quite apart from his own appreciation of a 
purely academic nature and his mission from 
Harvard will keep him off of political ice. 

Those who know President Wheeler are 
perfectly sure he will never be guilty of over- 
stepping the Mmitations of his comprehensive 
topic. Both professors were formally pre- 
sented to the kaiser at the end of the day's 
inaugural ceremonies. President Wheeler 
had already met the war lord on the occa- 
sion of a visit to Germany several years 


ago.

ROME, Oct. 30.—Much interest has been 
aroused by a petition addressed, by Arch- 
bishop Ryan of Philadelphia and the Knights 
of Columbus to the pope in favor of the can- 
onigzation of Christopher Columbus. 

A distinguished prelate of the congregation 
of rites is quoted as declaring the petitioners 
are unlikely to obtain satisfaction. Too 
many weaknesses, he said, “ marred the 
life of Columbus for canonization to be pos- 
sible.”’ ‘ 

This view is not shared by all, as from 
Spain and Italy, as well as many parts of 
the United States; have come requests of the 
same kind. 


Bishop Must Start Process. 

The first step in the process of canoni- 
gation has to be taken by the bishop of the 
diocese to which the possible saint belonged. 
Where was Columbus born? Who shall say 
whether it was at Genoa, Savona, Monferrat, 
or Cogoleto? Besides there are other places 
which claim the honor of having, siven birth 
to the great discoverer. 

One thing only seems to be sure, and that 
le that Columbus was an Italian. This is 
Italy’s claim. Spain argues that as a saint 
he should be called Spanish, as had it not 
been for that country he would have died in 
obscurity. 

America points out that he owes his lasting 
celebrity to the fact that America existed 
and that one only finds his cult there. 

Rome Movement Gets Impetus. 

That Archbishop Ryan should have ex- 
pressed a hope that the national hero would 
be made a salnt has given a great fillip to the 


movement here. 
That Pope Pius also revered Columbus is 


seen by his words: Christopher Columbus, 
who was inflamed with zeal for the Catholic 
faith, resolved by undertaking the most dar- 
ing of voyages, to discover a new world, not to 
add new lands to the crown of Spain, but 
to bring new peoples under the reign of Christ 
—that is, of the church.”

Extract Most Valuable Sub- 
stance in the World. 


GAINS FOR HOSPITALS, 


“House of Israel,“ Ereoted by 
Cult, Now Without Tenant 
by Court Order.

LONDON, Oct. 20+-Oncé it was possible to 


buy radium at $2.a.milligramme; now the 
market price is $90 a milligramme equal to 
$2,500,000 an ounce. 

This was one of the striking statements in 
a speech delivered by Sir William Rameay 
at the foundation stone laying ceremony last 
Saturday of a new radium factory in Lime- 
house, an eastern suburb of London. The 
British Radium corporation, which is going 
to extract radium from pitchblende found in 
the Trenwith mine, Cornwall, is believed to 
be the first company in the world to attempt 
the production of the precious mineral on a 
commercial basis. 

A secret process, discovered by Sir William 
Ramsay himself, who is chief consulting 
chemist to the corporation, will reduce the 
period of manufacture from nine months to 
Mx or seven weeks. Work in the London fac- 
tory will start at the end of this year, and 
meanwhile a plant has been erected at St. 
Ives, Cornwall, where the pitchblende ore 
will be crushed so that the material for treat- 
ment may be sent up to London in the more 
portable form of concentrate or high grade 
ore. Even in this crude state radium makes 
its presence felt, and heavy rubber gloves 
have to be worn by those Handling It. 


Old Waste Now Valuable. 
| It is one of the romances of science that 
the maierial in the old days was regarded 
by the Cornish miners as a nuisance, for it 
prevented them from obtaining copper from 
smelting. 
the dumps or left underground. Today the 
comparative value of crude pitchblende ore 
is far in excess of the gold quartz of Jo- 
hannesburg or the blue earth of the diamond 
mines.

Sir William Ramsay traced the progress of 
scientific knowledge concerning the new 
element from the initial experiments of Bec- 
querel to the more definite discoveries of M. 
and Mme. Curie. He then spoke of that im- 
pressive discovery concerning radium—if 
left alone it gives a quantity of helium, the 
transmutation into helium taking place spon- 
taneously. Radium, he said, is always 
changing into helium. 

In the early days the only available sources 
of radium were in Austria. There was some 
land in Sweden which contained a small 
a mount of radium, but not in sufficient quan- 
tity to repay the cost of extraction. 


Hospitals to Be Gainers. 

When the possibilities of the Cornwall 
mines were first mentioned Sir Willlam con- 
fessed, he discouraged the idea, thinking that 
the demand would not be great. But things 
have changed since then. The Royal society, 
being anxious to get some radium, tried to 
get it from Austria, but the Austrian gov- 
ernment placed an embargo on the export of 
radium and pitchblende. 
Nowhere will the Increased output of ra- 
dium be more appreciated than in the Lon- 
don hospital, where the total stock is only 
about sixteen and a quarter milligrammes. 
It looks like a few grains of grayish white 
sand. In the little apparatus used in the 
Finsen light process is radium worth $1,000. 
The old fashioned fisher folk of St. Ives, in 
their picturesque huts of weathered granite, 
view the coming changes with no friendly 
eye.

In spite of the high personal character 
and the admirable attributes of some of 
the members of the Cook county judiciary 
it is a humiliating fact that the influence 
of the judges of the Circuit and Superior 
courts counts for nothing or next to noth- 
ing in this community. 

A sort of collective cowardice, collective 
inertia, or collective irresponsibility. binds 
them. They hear their cases, instruct 
their juries, hand down their decisions, 
draw their salaries, take their vacations, 
seek reélegfion, die, and are gathered to 
their fathers. « 


rightness, intelligence, and judicial ca 
ity on the one hand and of political jus- 
tice, intrigue,,and.eowardice on the other. 


They are, in the romance of an empty 


phraseology, removed from politics, but 
many of them keep one eye on the ends 
of their terms and the other on the poli- 
ticlans who can return them to the bench. 
Their fdults are not so much those of 
the individual, although the records will 
bear witness that some of them have 
been despicable, as the faults of a system. 
In the hope that some of the individuals 
wil) rise superior to the system is the 
other hope that the system itself will not 
prevail to the end.

So completely have the judges 
as a body eliminated themselves from all 
attempts to improve conditions that the 
judicial investigation into the workings of 
the jury system, an inquiry which did not 
originate with them voluntarily but at the 
demand of the state’s attorney, presents 


itself aw a startling departure from cus- 


tomary ‘methods. ‘ 
THE TRIBUNE does not presume to hold 
that the jury commission has warranted 
the severe condemnation which- Mr. Way- 
man and the grand jury have bestowed 
on it so generously. The facts in that case 
will come te light in their proper time. 
The only comment which is proper now is 
one of wonder that the judges, whose call 
to be concerned with the selection of 
juries is unmistakable, should have been 
the last to entertain the slightest curiosity 
regarding it. 
If there be anything wrong with the 
jury system it might have continued 
wrong until doomsday had it depended 
on an inquiry originating with the judges 
to discover it. 1 
If the judicial inactivity results from 
any notion of judicial dignity, that notion 
is wholly misconceived. If it results 
from judicial cowardice, that cowardice is 
wholly despicable. If it results from 
judicial inertia, that inertia is wholly de- 
piorable.

CHAUFFEURS’ LICENSES.

As the case 
stands, about all a man has to do to get 
a chauffeur’s license from the-secretary 
of state is to say that he is competent 
and pay a registration fee of $1.

There is an ordinafice before the coun- 
cil for the rigid examination, both phys- 
iéal and mental, of chauffeurs of taxicabs 
and other public conveyances.

Such shoud 
be the qualifications of all drivers of mo- 
tor cars. 

The ordinance should be passed. It 
would help the situation a little. Besides 
that, the secretary of state's office shouid 
be persuaded to be more rigid in the mat- 
ter of granting licenses. Some one from 
that office is to visit Chicago to talk the 
subject over with the chief of police. If

eighteerith century Pierre Cesar de Labouchere Was 
a partner in the great banking and mercantile house 
of Hope at Amsterdam. The firm moved to London 
duri the revolutionary wars, and there Pierre mar- 
ried in 1796 a daughter of Sir Francis Baring. who 
bore him two sons—namely: the late Lord Taunton and 
John, the father of Henry Labouchere of London 
Truth. In 1801 Napoleon -ordered his minister, 
‘Fouché, to sound England with a view to peace, and, 
accordingly, Fouché invoked the services of Pierre de 
Labouchere (he is styled thus by “Thiers in his monu- 
Consulate and ot the 
Empire). . . oe 

Labouchere, who was at the time in Holland vigsit- 
ing his brothers and sisters, who had remained there, 
came to Paris, and after discussing matters with 
Fouché, went to London, where, through his brother- 
in-law, Bating, he entered into unofficial intercourse 
with the members of the British government. Nothing 
came of the negotiations, and when Napoleon found 
that they had been prolonged without his knowledge, 
he summoned Labouchere to appear before him. La- 
bouchere. satisfied. Napoleon as to the correctness of 
his conduct, and that he had acted in accordance with 
Fouche's instructions, the result being that Fouché 
was temporarily disgraced. Pierre de Labouchere died 
in England. His eldest son, Henry, afterwards Lord 
Taunton, married a Miss Baring, and was a ministerial 
colleague of Lord John Russell and of Lord Palmerston. 
The second son, John, entered the Anglo-American 
banking firm of Willidms, Deacon & Co., married a 
Miss Dupre, and left two sons, Henry Labouchere, the 
owner of London Truth, and Arthur, and six daughters, 
one of whom married the bishop of Rochester. Henry 
Labouchere married Henrietta Hodgson, the actress, 
by whom he has an only child, a daughter, a remark- 
ably pretty woman, married to the‘ Marquis Carlo di 
Rudini, son of the former Italian statesman and prime 
minister of that name. 

. 

While Servian royalty in itself cannot be regarded 

as interesting, yet the new code of so-called family 


of the government, and of the national legislature of 
Belgrade, deserves attention, since it is known to be 
modeled on thé family statutes of the reigning houses 
of Russia, Austria, Prussia, Italy, and Spain, and thus 
furnishes the public with some notion as to the special 
laws by means of which: the monarchs in those coun- 
tries are able to rule the princes and prir cesses of 
thelr dynasty with a rod of tron, 

‘The family laws of the imperial house of Roman- 
off are fairly well known, since they were reorganized 
and promulgated afresh nearly thirty years ago by 
Alexander III., shortly after his accession to the 
throne. But those of Prussia, Italy, and Spain are but 
little Known, while those of the house of Hapsburg 
are kept a profound secret, and all the demands. made 
by Hungarian statesmen that they should be commu- 
nicated to the Hungarian legislature have met with an 
absolute refusal. Indeed, Count d’Aerenthal, who, as 
minister of the imperial house, is charged with their 
administration under the immediate direction of the 
emperor himself, is bound by the most. castiron oath 
to observe the strictest secrecy concerning their tenor, 

— * 

The new family statutes of the reigning house of 
Servia provide that the royal family shall consist of 
the King, his two sons, and his daughter, Princess 
Helen; also his brother, Arsene, and the latter’s son, 
Paul.. Arsene and Paul have to content themselves 
with the prefix of “ highness,” whereas King Peter's 
own children are “royal highnesses.” The succession 
to the throne is vested, first, in Crown Prince Alexan- 
der and the latter’s direct legitimate descendants in 
the male line; after that in ex-Crown Prince George 
and the latter's legitimate descendants in the male 
line: after that in Prince Arsene, the brother of the 
king, and then in Arsene’s son, Prince Paul, who is 
being brought up at his uncle’s court at Belgrade. It 
is only in the event of failure of all these heirs that 
the rights of the king’s daughter, Princesse Helen, to 
the succession come into force. 

— 

These measures have the effect of completely ex- 
cluding from the ranks of the Servian royal family 
and from the succession to the crown Alexis Kara- 
georgevitch (brother of the late Bojidar Karagedrge- 
vitch), who makes his home with his widowed mother 
in Paris. It is perfectly true that Alexis Karageorge- 
vitch, who earns a precarious livelihood as an artist 
on the banks of the Seine, f& the only surviving repre- 
ive of the senior line of the house of Kara- 
georgevitch. For his grandfather, Alexis 4 
vitch, was the eldest son of Black George, the founder 
or the dynasty. It was Black George’s second son, 
however, Alexander, who was the first scion of the 
| house to be proclaimed reigning prince of Servia by 
the Servian legislature and to be recognized as such 
by the sublime porte. King Peter is his eldest sur- 
viving son. 

At the same time, the establishment of this order 
or th@ succession shows that although ex-Crown Prince 
George’s surrender of his rights to the throne to his 
younger brother, Alexander, is maintained, he still re- 
mains one of the heirs to the crown, coming immedi- 
ately after his younger brother and before his uncle, 
Arsene, or his cousin, Paul. 

~o- 

The family statutes further provide that the 
princes and princesses of the royal house cannot con- 
tract a marriage or dissolve a matrimonial alliance 
without the sanction of the sovereign. If they marry 
without permission the union is ipso facto invalid. The 
princes and princesses are not allowed to leave the 
country without obtaining beforehand permission from 
the king, nor is it possible for them to assume any 
financial obligations, and, consequently, to incur any 
debts, without the permission of the monarch. 

The disciplinary measures enumerated for infrac- 
tions of these family states consist in the banishment 
and exclusion from court and withdrawal of the use 
of the royal liveries and of all right to royal, military, 
and official honors; further, in the forfeiture of the 
rights, prerogatives, ‘and titles of the prince or 
princess of the reigning family, and in still more 
serious cases in the complete exclusion from the royal 
family not only of the ‘offender but also of his de- 
scendants for all time. Arrest for @ more or less 
prolonged term and imprisonment may also be inflicted. 
It is the king who pronounces the sentence after the 
consideration of the offense or offenses by a judicial 
court of inquiry appointed by him for the purpose. 
The recommendations of the court, which must be 
composed of the metropolitan, or highest ecclesiastical 
authority of the kingdom, of the premier, of the pres- 
ident of the council of state, of the president of the 
Court of Appeals, and of the Supreme court, and of 
the national legislature, and of the minister of justice, 
and the sentence inflicted by the king may be publicly 
promulgated or kept secret, as he may see fit. But in 
any case the recommendations of the members of the 
court and the decision of the king must be duly fil 
among the archives of the crown. - 

~~ 

There is one law among these family statutes which 
does not figure in those of other reigning houses. and 
which deserves special mention, It Prohibits princes 
of the blood from taking any part in political ques- 
tions and from interfering in the affairs of state. It 
also precludes them from occupying any important 
offices, either in the “civil service or in the army. 
This last law is, of course, aimed at the ex-crown 
prince. Yet he, like his brother, Alexander, and his 
uncle, Arsene, and his cousin, Paul, have all affixed 
their signatures to the family statutes in token of

But among the most ambitious of these 
young men you will find most of them 4d>- 
termined tq get away, if they can, to some 
eity of metropolitan population which has fur 
them the glamour of metropolitanism.

A review of the histery of the last three generations shows the in- 
fluence of the press for peace, and more especially for war, to be high- 
ly significant. The sentiments of various nations which either en- 
gaged in war or came dangerously near it have in every case been 
aroused and faffned into flames by the passionate utteragces of the 
press of that country. It must be admitted that in many instances the 
press etirred up this sentiment and flattered the masses for private 
gain. Sometimes where the press apparently fanned these flames out 
of purely patriotic motives it was in reality the tool of a certain group 
or party which sought war. 

Many a government, too, sougilt to influence the press, and where 
it wanted just such a sentiment aroused it supported the press in word 
and deed. The press has frequently been used by certain governments 
to turn the attention of the people to foreign matters and distract their 
interest from matters at homie. Russia serves as an excellent example 
in this use or abuse of the press. For generation after generation the 
various governments of that country have used the press to create 


certain hostile sentiments against one country or another, just as the 


situation seemed to require. In a slightly weaker form we still find the 
practice in various other countries where despotism etill is .

Specializing in any work of any kind, the specialist finds his 
place to be the city. In general, larger the city the greater the 
degree of specialization possible to the worker. But the fact remains 
that thousands of ambitious young men drift into the city without even 
knowing that general line of work in which they could specialize. 
They are untried of the world. As a beginning they are in search 
of a job.” What kind of job? 

Today, in Chicago, that best type of young man appearing before 
a’ prospective employer on such a basis may be almost hopelessly handi- 
capped. He may be too old and too well informed and competent for 
that prospective employer to offer him a position as office messenger 
boy. Yet, so far as either the employer or the young man himself 
knows, that is the only place where at the moment an employer could 
put him! 

At this portentous moment thie young man is a physical ma- 
chine, presumably in good working order and lastingly built. But 
built for what? A marine engine, a locomotive engine, stationary, or 
mere donkey engine? The young man doesn’t know; the employer 
doesn’t know—and it may cost both of them something to find out. 

But couldn't that young man have found out in his old home 
town? Not only found out, but isn’t it possible that he could have 
come into that city employer's office with a record of his horse 
power, efficiency, cost of upkeep—with a whole technical test measure- 
ment of himself ‘which would have made bis chances immeasurably 
better than they were?

In spite, however, of this widespread agitation for this special 
education of girls in household matters we are still far from having 
accomplished definite results. In spite of the widespread advocacy 
for making this education part of the school curriculum, few schools 
have as yet done anything in that direction.. In the near future, 
perhaps, public sentiment will compel the department of education in 
each land to give life to these theoretic discussions, with which most 
of them agree, in their schools. 

But even when this will be done the problem ot women’s educa- 
tion, and more especially the problem of infantile hygiene, the study 
of how to save the children from unnecessary sicknese and untimely 
death, will not yet have been. settled, 

In educating girls for their future duties of motherhood one other 
thing must enter into consideration, a thing which can hardly be 
studied in the schools and for which the hospital and dispensary 


are the proper places. This is the fact that an ever increasing number 


of mothers resort to artificial milk as food for their babies, whom they 
themselves are unable or unwilling to nurse, 


In recent years, however, in the more enlightened countries the 
press has frequently and gloriously championed the cause of peace. 
The press of today in these countries is more than ever conscious of its 
great influence and of the enormous responsibilities which rest upon it 
and uses this influence in the interest of universal peace. 

However, this working hand in hand of the press with the respone 
sible statesmen of each country for universal peace pleaded for by Site 
Edward Grey will be only possible when the governments themselves 
will be convinced of the desirability and even the necessity of univer- 
eal peace. The press, therefore, must in every case know the plans 
and aims of the government in order that it may talk to the people 
authoritatively and conVincingly. However, one thing is practically 
certain now: The press will never permit itself to become an instru- 
ment in the hands of statesmen who would declare war as a mere mat- 
ter of distraction or excitement. 

But while the press must seek to be posted clearly on all political 
matters, it must never permit itself to hobnob with, to be unduly m- 
fluenced by statesmen. It must be fearless‘and independent. With 
out such independence the press can never be the great popular edu- 
eator which it should be. Under no circumstances must it deviate

His em- 
ployer recognizes that, working in the small establishment, the 
applicant from the smal! city has a general knowledge of the work 
that is impossible to the institution which must insist upon spe- 
cializing as a first means to its end. This general knowledfe, excep- 
tional as it is, the employer finds valuable to him, 

The employé gets this knowledge from the fact that, working 
in the small and complete establishment, he has no chance to spe- 
cialize. His individual work, in all its bearing upon the business, 
cannot escape him. He learns his perspectives: he senses a knowl- 
edge of proportion. More than this, in any call that may be made 
upon him to fill a place in some other department of the metropoll- 
tan establishment, this general knowledge of the business must prove 
of value. If the embryo and ambitious employé later proves himself 
worthy of promotion, his employer can bank not a little upon the

They are cogwheels, the cogs num- 
bered and a certain number of revolutions expected of them between 
the pressing of the time clock button in the morning and the same but- 
ton at night. What wonder that they settle down to cogwheeling until 
in old age a pension becomes their mainstay of existence? 

Today there is too much “raw material” in the great cities. The 
employer of men is handicapped everywhere by the specialist worker 
who is not yet spedlalized. He hasn't the time to specialize the man 
with a certainty of profit in it. The young man probably is depressed 
and disheartened at the salary offered for the experiment. He has dis- 
covered that a salary commensurate with that paid in his home town 
is heavily discounted in the increased cost of living in the city. Six 
dollars a week at home may have meant as much to him as $15 a 
week in the metropolis. And he is dissatisfied—dissatisiied because 
of his salary and disappointed because of his lack of immediate oppor- 
tunity under city conditions.

Foreign Advices Are Bearish and 
local Holders Unload. 


HEAVY 


RECEIPTS CONTINUE LARGE. 


Coarse Grains Are Little Lower; Pro- 
visions Are Sold for Profits. 


Lower cables from Liverpool, liberal re- 
ceipts and a slow cash demand were the main 
factore in wheat yesterday, and resulted in 
a sharp decline. Local longs who loaded up 
the previous day sold out their wheat, and 
early there were liberal offerings from com- 
mission houses. Holders of downs scalped 
the market on the buying side on the break, 
helping to check the declining tendency, and 
wire house buying also absorbed much of 
the cheap wheat. The close was at a de- 
line of %@%c for all months, with prices 
not far from the low point of the day. 


Liverpool Cables Are Weak. 

Foreign news was not encouraging to hold- 
ers Argentine news was bearish, private re- 
ports, and also advices forwarded by Broom- 
hall said the outlook was favorable. Locust 
damage reports are not meeting with general 
credence, and the majority.of reports say 
the total injury from that source has not 
been important. The Argentine is offering 
new wheat freely at lower prices, and it 
looks as if Europe would supply its mid- 
winter and spring needs from the South 
‘American country, in the same way it took 
the Russian offerings earlier in the season. 
It is expected shipments from Russia will be 
Jighter, but there is no reason to believe that 
the Black sea exports will more than be 
reduced to normal proportions. 


Stocks Are Slowly Increasing. 

Accumulating stocks in all directions are 
“the cause of the most concern on the part of 
wheat bulls. Many holes have been filled up 
from the first heavy movement of both the 
winter and spring wheat crops, and now, 
with the receipts still heavy and stocks fair- 
ly liberal, there is a slow cash demand, and, 
moreover, millers are not selling the amount 
of flour they were. a few weeks ago. Pri- 
mary receipts for the day were 1,883,000 bu, 
against 869.000 bu a year ago. Northwest re- 
ceipts were 711 cars, against 454 cars a year 
ago, while Winnipeg had 550 cars, compared 
to 479 cars a year ago. Both St. Louis and 
Kansas City had liberal receipts and the 
milling demand at those places was tame. 
Farmers are not selling freely in winter 
wheat territory, but there has been enough 

_ sold to keep up receipts for some time,

pel of cheerfulness and hope through their play, “The Dawn of a Tomorrow.” 


from the rostrum of the Grand opera house, he would probably change his mind 
about sermons from women, as many others of us have done. Most students of 


the theater are cynical about its value as an ethical instrument. Playwrights have 
been preaching for a long time that the wages of sin is death: that virtue is its 
own reward, and from other familiar copybook texts; and countless thousands may 
observe night after night the spectacle of evil despairing and good triumphant at 
the fall of the final curtain. But there is a convincing lack of evidence that men 
and women, sinning or about to sin, have been made to lead the better life through 
eontemplation of the hard way of the tranagressor in the theater. Mr. Pinero is 
said to have admitted once that neither Mrs. Tanqueray nor poor Iris, his most vivid 
emphases of the fate of women who do wrong, ever, so far as he knew, kept one 
weak sister from treading the primrose path. They were like voices in the desert. 
The more or less obvious causes which lead to this familiar condition it is not 
the purpose of this illuminating preface to discuss. It is merely preliminary to the 
remark that Miss Eleanor Robson and “The Dawn of a Tomorrow” are rather 
ei atic refutations of Dr. Johnson's observation, and the exception to prove the 
tule that the theater amounts to nothing in its ecclesiastic aspect. The play is not 
great in dramatic situation, or in the management thereof. It has no particular power 
or originality of characterization, and its atmosphere, save that contributed by Mr.

Migs Robson’s delineation of a-complex mood in that scene where she 
feeds the hungfy habitants of Apple Blossom court through Sir Oliver's money—the 
real interest in her friends, the semi-interest, almost indifference to the donor—is 
a superb bit of blending. Visible through all the play it leaves no vestige of the 
sentimentality that would be fatal. It is not strange that a young woman who is 
able to act like that should be found a trifle wanting in the impersonation of smart 
roles in smart plays.

A brief visit to the Garrick the other evening while Miss Maxine Elliott was 
playing “ The Chaperon,” convinced us that it was not the place for a serious man 
critic. The happy state of mind prevailing among the women of the audience per- 
suaded us, however, that the play and the acting had entertaining value of one sort 
or another, so we asked a matinée girl friend who was present to tell us all about 
it, Se answered thus: 

“ Maxine Elliott is very nice, especially when she stands on the stairs and shows 
first her lovely full face and then her profile edged with her dark hair. Her play is 
good, too, and awfully interesting. It has so much touch and go, and is so trué to life. 
The first part, where the long distance telephone rings and the man runs with his 
face lathered, to wrestle with it, whereupon all of the women come out in incom- 
plete stages of toilette to put in a word, is true to life. It is such a comment 
on our way of doing things today that every woman when she appears from the 
upstairs is either manicuring her nails or doing her hair into a fancy twist, or putting 
on a gay dress, and they think nothing of running out there in their kimonos and 
petticoats! Some of the things said, too, constitute a valuable criticism of life. 
The play shows how our emotions in these modern days are subordinated to the 
conventions, ahd we don’t disclose how much we feel, but only make some polite 
little inconsequential reply, when we are really very much upset. The play is what 
we learn in college is a “comedy of manners.” But right here in this connection 
comes something or other about it that even matinée girls don’t like. This, by the 
way, is a misunderstood, maligned, and underestimated class. The matinée girl is 
a serious proposition, willing, as a rule, to take whatever subject matter is given her 
if it is submitted in good shape. She likes the best of things, and when she goes to 
see Maxine Elliott in The Chaperon she feels cheated. 
it’s because when we go to see her we are presumably going to see the “drama” 
presented, and it isn’t drama at all.

American Version of “Israel” 


Cuts Out Mortuary Climax. 
By Franklin Fyles. 


New York.—[Special Correspondence.]—We had an instance last week in The 
Fourth Estate of the elimination of a suicide at the end of the play and the substi- 
tution of wedlock. A few performances had convinced Joseph Medill Patterson, ts 
author, that it was well to sacrifice dramatic logic to the American desire for happy, ~~ 
endings in stage fiction. 

A remarkably similar case is presented this week in the first performance of Henri 
Bernstein's “ Israel.” Here, as in the other play, a young man devotes himself heart 
and soul to a certain ethical purpose, although it is the questionable one of boycotting 
Jews. He encounters a defeat which disgraces him, as he thinks, and in the Pars 
representations he shot himself to death. That was a reasonable denouement, and 
theatrical Parisians don’t object to mortuary climaxes when a personage ought not te 
live any longer, or at least doesn’t wish to. 


In the original version a priest advised him against self-destruction, but in vain.

Theme Natural One for a French Author. 


Bernetein, the Israelite, is also a Parisian and naturally makes the French antl 
Bemitic movement the theme of his play. For the same Parisian reason and despite 
his serious intent to deal dignifiedly with a portentous subject he makes amours the a 
gist of his fiction. The prince of Clar is a Jew hater and baiter of the most rabid 
“bh The Jew on whom he concentrates his antagonism is Justin Gutlieb, a wealthy, a

The prince is a leader among those Frenchmen who made a martyr of Dreyfus 
and put the Jew-Christian clash into politics. He deems it a duty to force a duel upon 
Gutlieb unless he abjectly quits a club to which both belong. The Christian's superior 
ekill at fencing will make him sure and safe to kill the Jew, but when they eros 
rapiers and the older man bravely awaits a mortal thrust the younger wounds him | 
slightly and declares himself satisfied. Why this strange change of purpose? The 
Christian has learned that the Jew he chose for vicarious slaughter is his father... 

The duel isn’t fought in the play, but the cause of its shift from real to mock ~~ 
makes the middle act of the three a powerful forty minutes of drama. The prince’s ~ 
mother, a proud duchess, is agonized by the prospect that her son will kill his father, © ~ 
She begs her long ago paramour to flunk. He will die at his son’s hands rather than 
be a cowardly representative of Judaism. | 

She implores her son to quail, urging that the duel will make him a murderer, but 
he declared that thé cause of which he is the champion demands it. Her frantic ap- 
peals arouse his curiosity as to her motive, however, and a long dialogue, written and 
spoken intensely, leads to the mother’s confession to the count that he is the illegiti- 
mate son of the Jew whom he has picked out for slaughter. 

The frenzy of the prince is maniacal on learning that he is half a Jew. The actor 
fs a Graham Browne, from London, and so explosive that a few snickered at him. but 5 
the many came at once to his support with applause. a 

Another Londoner, Constance Collier, acts the mother excellently, but she is a+ 
obviously a Jewess that her assignment to the role of the Christian woman seems 
singular, and her Israelite lover of the bygone liaison is personated finely by the any- 
thing but Jewish Edwin Arden. That doesn’t matter, though, and nothing has bees 
more honestly applauded by New Yerkers in a iong while than this scene of a mother 
driven by a son to divulge her shame. . 5 

A friend of the author tells me that he wrote that middle third of Israel first 
and rapidly out of his mind’s fullness of the subject. That was easy. The acts to 
precede and follow were harder. The play starts in a Paris club. A half dozen mem 
bers discuss and approve Prince Clar’s intention to drive Justin Gutlieb out, while the 
banker has but one defender; but between the six and the one the pro and con of bog- — 
cotting Jews is thoroughly gone over. Then the prince comes in, waylays Gutlieb, 
and doesn't strike his face with a glove—as usual in stage provocations to duela—but 
knocks his hat off with a cane. The curtain goes down with neither of the play’s two 
women haying been seen. 

Probably Bernstein fagged hie brain much more over the final act. He had re 
vealed the Israelite father to the Christian son with grievous effect on them and the 
mother. “ What is to become of me?’ the son cried in his agony. He hated his 
father, despised his mother, and what was left in life for him but the ridicule ot 
friends and foes alike? Suicide! That seemed to him the logical answer, and the 
author wrote a suicidal denouement. The son’s death was a logical escape from his 
humiliating predicament. “4 

There is no denying the Christian antipathy in New York to Jews nor the Jewish © © 
desire to keep separate from Christians, and considering that Jews are liberal up- 
porters of theaters a play dealing with the Semitic problem is a risky venture. 1 
heard some clashes of opinion in Israel's first audience, but I think it straddles the 
racial fence adroitly. 2

„Springtime Made to Fit Nell.“ 

Never have I seen such contrariety of opinion as that which was for and 
against Nell and Springtime at its start in New York. Nell is Mabel Taliaferro ~ 
with a new name, and Springtime is a new play made for her so carefully that 
the process may interest you. Nell was one of several Taliaferro sisters, who 
were trained by their mother for child parts. Their small size and nalve air qualified 
them to defy the Gerry law against performers under 16 unless licensed by the 
mayor. Nell is 20 now, yet might go on playing children; but she is the wife of ~~ 
Frederic Thompson, who made a fortune with Luna park, at Coney island, and 
he has the means of making an adult star actrees of her. He did it, you remember, 
with Polly of the Circus.” People had to learn how to pronounce her Taliaferro 
name, which hindered them in talking about her, and so it is changed to Nell. 

To get a suitable play wasn’t so easy, for Nell is so weakly juvenile in looks 
and action, voice and emotion, that nothing in the least demonstrative can be giyea 
to ber to do. As a negative object she is lovely, but as a positive she wouldn't he 
liked at all. That is to say, Nell musn’t do much in a desirable play, but may have 
many things done to her. Thompson found in a story by George Bronson Howard 
a maiden reared so secludedly in the innocence of utter ignorance that she didn't 
know why folks married. It was a Louisiana Creole widower who thus made hie 
bome a cloister for his daughter. Thompson put her into a scenario as being be- 
trothed by her father to a cousin whom she hadn't ever seen; as meeting on the day 
set for her wedding a young stranger on his way to fight with Jackson in the battle 
ef New Orleans; as falling headlong, yet all unknowing, into love with him, and as 
fcllowing him into the forest because—well, he had kissed her, and she felt towards 
him a singularly adhesive sentiment. 

Booth Tarkington, the novelist, and Harry Leon Wilson, editor of comic weeklies, 
were hired to write out a play on his plan. They created for the heroine a girl of 
16 in years, but no more than 6 in purity of mind. So here we have a runaway ; 
girl who soils her reputation, smirches her family’s honor, and starts the gossips in’ 
her parish, all with no notion that her escapade means anything more than an . — 
eistible desire to be with the young man whom she loves unawares. 

They say that Tarkington and Wilson gave Nell more to do than her doting yet 
judicious husband would let her undertake, and the play had to be amended for 
safety. When the manuscript was ready he employed Winchell Smith, an actor 
and dramatist, to direct rehearsals; Howard Pyle, the artist, to make pictures for 
its character costumes, and Harry Rowe Shelly to compose accompanying tunes, 
while he set about electric devices to illumine the scene. As you know, I don’t 
waste space on names that you don’t care a rap about, but I do it this time to show 
the extreme care and cash that a managing husbnd will spend to give hig precious 
wife a chance at fame on the stage. 


After the Play Nell“ Made a Speech. 


Having shown you, in this example, how much care has to be taken in making 
plays to serve specific purposes, I may as well add an account of the sch to hold 
up and silence Tenderloiners in the departing audience.

Help to Stage Folk. 


The greatest help to the actor or actress, 
according to my notion, is a thorough course 
in the art, science, or whatever you choose 
to call it, of photography, says Aljllene 
Crater of The Old Ton company. 

“The study of taking portraits of people 
in their various moods and in the various 
occupations of their lives; the study of effect 
of a certain placement of the hand or the 
arm, the resulting emotional effect of certain 
facial contortions; in short, an exhaustive 
study from the opposite side of the foot- 
lights, so to speak, of those things for which 
the stage player is continually striving, 
should prove of inestimable benefit. 

In a study of photography we are taught 
the comparative value of certdin light and 
shade effects, the tone value of placing one's 
self in harmonious relation to stage lights 
or any artificial muminat ion, the awkward- 
ness of poses when scrutinized—poses which 
seem quite natural in every day light. Not 
only must we learn to pose correctly our- 
selves, we must be able to pose others and 
the latter task is wonderfully .more difficult 
than the former.

Let us take a trip with him long enough 
to illustrate one song. That means that 
twelve pictures are needed—four for each 
of the two verses; and four for the chorus.

First, the picture man reads over the song, 
considering it carefully. If one wonders why 
the picture man is inclined to be cynical, let 
him carefully consider the lines of a few pop- 
ular songs. 

One thing in common they all must have— 
that is, if they have any chance at all to be- 
come popular. There must be plenty of love 
—therefore, a pair of lovers. So it will be 
well engage permanently the services of 
two “ spooning ’’ models. 

Next, where is it? Perhaps a country 
scene is required, so with the two models and 
the picture man, loaded down with his heavy 
plates and large camera, we hike for 
the railway station and take a train out of 
the city—eay north, to the region of ex- 
clusive summer homes.

The picture man believes it is better to 
appreciate the things you do not have than to 
have things you do not appreciate. Many 
of the wealthy people do not appreciate the 
luxuries which surround them./~ But the 
picture man does.

New York, Oct. 30.—The fifth Vanderbilt 
cup race was won today by Harry F. Grant, 
driving a sixty horse power Alco car, the only 
six cylinder machine in the race. His time 
for 278.08 miles was 4:25:42, an average 
sp of 62.8 miles an hour. 

Edward H. Parker, driving a forty-five 
horse power Fiat, finished second, 5 minutes 
and 15 seconds behind Grant. William Knip- 
per, driving a forty horse power Chalmers- 
Detroit, was in third place when the race 
was declared ended by the officers in charge. 

Two other cars, the Mercedes, driven by 
Wishart, an amateur, and the Atlas, driven 
by Knox, were the only remaining machines 
among the fifteen entrants for the Vander- 
bilt trophy which were still on the course 
at the end of the race. 

Compared with previous Vanderbilt cup 
races the contest this year, reduced to the 
level of an ordinary stock car event, was 
tame and spiritiess. The winner’s average 
speed, 62.8 miles an hour, was a disappoint- 
ment to many who had expected that the 
mark made by Robertson in his Locomobile 
last year, 64.3 miles an hour, would be ex- 
celled. 

Races Free from Accidents. 

Although accidents to cars were numerous 
and machine after machine was retired by 
mechanical troubles or by disasters at some 
of the dangerous turns, no one—either con- 
testant or spectator—suffered any serious in- 
jury. The weather and road conditions were 
unsurpassed, but the attendance waz scarce- 
ly on a par with that at former Vanderbilt 
cup races, the most optimistic estimates 
placing the crowd at less than 150,000. 

Poor management and lack of official judg- 
ment marred the race from beginning to end. 
One of the worst instances of this occurred 
just before the finish, when it was suddenly 
discovered that the official timers had omit- 
ted to credit Grant's Alco with its twentieth 
lap. When he came around on his twenty- 
first lap it was at first recorded as the twen- 
tieth. As he came in sight for his twenty- 
second and final round the mistake was 
noticed and the scoreboard was hastily cor- 
rected. Grant’s name was moved up from 
third place to first and the starter rushed 
out on the track to wave the checkered flag 
which indicated that the driver had finished 
the race. 

Because of this hitch Grant’s victory re- 
mained clouded for several hours after the 
conclusion of the contest. It was not until 
after a stormy meeting at the Garden City 
hotel between Referee Vanderbilt and the 

officials that Grant finally was confirmed as 
winner. 4 . 
Parker Threatens to Protest. 

Parker, who was at the wheel of the Fiat, 
to which the timers had by their blunder 
awarded first position throughout the twen- 
ty-first lap, demanded a rigid investigation 
of. the scoring and timing methods. For a 
while Parker threatened to file an official 
protest on the ground that he had materially 
reduced his efforts during the final minutes 
of the contest through the mistaken impres- 
sion that he had the race well in hand. 

The early part of the race was badly mud- 
died by the simultaneous running of two 
lesser contests for cars of moderate power. 
These smaller cars remained on the course 
for ten and fifteen laps, respectively, pass- 
ing and being passed by the big cars and 
making the task of the timers a puzzling one. 

In the shorter of these two races the Mas- 
sapequa sweepstakes, Joe Matson, driving 
a thirty horse power Chalmers-Detroit, fin- 
ished first, covering the 126.4 miles in 2 hours 
9 minutes and 522-5 seconds. His average 
speed was slightly better than fifty-eight 
miles an hour. Martin Doorley, driving No. 
46, Maxwell, was second in 2:28:28 4-5, and 
Arthur See, driving Maxwell No. 44, third in 
2:30:24; Alnslee, in the Hudson, was fourth 
in 2:31:47 3-5. 


Harroun Wins Wheatley Cup. 

The fifteen lap race—for the Wheatley 
Hills cup—was won by R. W. Harroun, driv- 
ing a thirty-two horse power Marmon, who 
completed the 189.6 miles prescribed in 3 
hours, 10 minutes, and 212-5 seconds. His 
average speed was 59.8 miles an hour. The 
Columbia also finished. 

Two of the best known. drivers entered in 
the Vanderbilt cup race—Lewis Strang, pilot- 
ing a Fiat, and Louis Chevrolet, driving a 
Buick—were among the first to be-put out of 
the running by accidents to their cars. 
Strang came to grief before completing his 
second lap, smaehing his radiator. Chevrolet 
began well, rounding the 12.64 mile circuit 
race in 9 minutes 57 seconds, but a broken 
cylinder forced him to quit the race in the 
fifth lap. With these star performers elim- 
inated, the contest for the next six laps be- 
came a struggle between the two Chalmers- 
Detroits, driven by William Knipper and L. 
B. Lorimer. The two alternated in the lead 
until the thirteenth lap, when Lorimer’s ma- 
chine came to grief. Knipper, however, kept 
in front until well into the twentiéth lap, 
when the Alco overtook him. In the next 
round Knipper dropped back Into third place. 
Knipper’s trouble was caused by a heated 
bearing tn the twentieth lap just when it 
looked as if he would win. 


Mechanical Troubles Develop. 

All but Haupt in the American roadster 
came to the tape for the Vanderbilt, the 
American bethg scratched because of a 
broken crankshaft that developed yesterday 
in practice. Hardly had the race gotten well 
under way before troubles began to accrue. 
Strang in a Fiat had neglected to provide 
himself with a radiator protector and in the 
second lap a stone went through the cooler 
and Strang had to stop. He repaired the 
damage, but by the time he got going again. 
he was six laps to the baa.

Lorimer was fourth with No. 9 
and Grant fifth '

HORRS TEAM OUTPLAYED 


Northwestern’s' Touchdowns Due 
to Errors Rather than Its 
Own Strength.

Northwestern went down to defeat before 
Wisconsin yesterday afternoon, 21 to 11, in the 
first meeting between Cardinal and Purple 
since 1908. 

The Badgers outplayed the Evanstonians 
almost all the way, and Northwestern's two 
touchdowns were the result of Wisconsin's 
errors rather than the Purple’s strength. 
There were times, however, when Coach 
Horr’s protegés played classy football. The 
Badgers’ line was too strong for them, and 
so were the Badger ends. 


Sidney Anderson, played more football than 
any two of his teammates or opponents. 
This lad is a product of University’ High 
and it was really his first chance 
to chine in fast company He cer- 
tainly had a heavy part, and he took care 
of it well. Besides his defensive labors he 
was called on to do the punting for Wiscon- 
sin, and also was used for about one-third of 
the ball carrying job.

WAUSEKA STRIKES EDWARDS 


Police Remove Two Players and Coach 
Warner from Field. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 30.—The University 
of Pennsylvania administered a severe de- 
feat to the Indians this afternoon in one of 
the most bitterly fought games ever played 
on Franklin field, the score being 29 to 6. 

For the first time in the history of th&t 
famous athletic ground an official was at- 
tacked physically by a playeg_ and a polices 
man was called on to escort the offending 
man and the coach of the Carlisle team off 
the fleld. | 

The trouble occurred in the middle of the 
first half. Waueeka was ordered out of the 
game on the ground that he had roughly 
tackled a Pennsylvania man who was out of 
bounds. Enraged at Umpire Edwards’ ac- 
tion, Wauseka attacked the official and 
struck him a hard blow on the jaw. Other 
players quickly stopped further hosilities. 


Fretz Follows Wauseka. 

Left Tackle Fretz of Pennsylvania then 
came to Edwards’ assistance and his remarks 
and actions were such as to cause the officials 
to order him from the game. About this time 
Coach Warner came running on the field. 
There was an arugument and then Edwards 
summoned a policeman and had both Wau- 
seka and Warner escorted behind the lines. 

In the argument, it was asserted by Penn- 
sylvania players, Warner declared that Oke- 
son of Lehigh was not fair to the Indians. 
When this was brought to Warner's atten- 
tion, he said he did not charge Okeson with 
giving the other side the game, but said he 
told Okeson that he had given Pennsylvania 
a touchdown it had not earned. Warner also 
said he told OMeson he was doing all he could 
for Pennsyivania. Later in the same half an 
Indian, who is said to have been a former 
player, was removed from the side lines by 
Eawards for alleged offensive remarks. |

Under ideal weather conditions and before a 

crowd of 25,000 people, the largest gathering 
that ever attended a football game here, 
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Minnesota, playing brilliant football offen- | 1

sively and defensively, defeated Chicago om 
Northrup Field, 20 to 6, and wrested from it 
the chance for the western championship, 
which the Maroons have held for the last two 
years. 

The game was a keen disappointment to 
Coach Stagg, the players, and the 200 rooters 
who came up to see the game. No one, even 


the most pessimistic Maroon rooter, dreamed

of such a result, and it was a greath dis- 
appointed team that filed out of the gates 
after the contest. The genera! feeling among 
the rooters and the one advanced by Stagg 
is that some of the men did not play the game 
of which they are capable, and to this fact 
is attributed the decisive defeat. 

The day was ideal for the popular college 
pastime. If anything it was a little too 
warm for the players, who showed the effects 
of the heat soon after the struggle started. 
On the other hand, it suited the spectators to 
such a nicety that every seat and point of 
vantage was taken long before the start of 
the game. The gigantic stands were filled 
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to their capacity and the platforms at the 


ends of the gridiron were masses of cheering 


“humanity. 


Football Fans Climb Tree 
The surrounding buildings, trees, and tele- 


graph poles were covered with people who 


could not get into the Inclosure or who could 
not afford the price. 

Every one wore chrysanthemums or car- 
ried banners or colors to show their loyalty 
to the contending elevens. The stands and 


goal posts were decorated in the colors of the 
two institutions and everything else was done 


to make the occasion a memorable one. 

The Minnesota band, numbering seventy- 
five pleces, was on hand early and kept things 
lively by playing Gopher airs, which the vast 
throng sang with great volume. The Chi- 


cago band also was early on the ground, and 
the handful of Maroon rooters tried to make 


itself heard above the din and noises of the 


home aggregation. 


In the large south stand, where the Minne- 
sota contingent held forth, the rooting was 
voluminous. The famous Ski U-Mah " wae 
the cheer given most, and it completely 


drowned the attempts of the rooters from 


Chicago. who tried to cheer their team to 
greater efforts by giving the “ Chi 
cago-Chicago-Go’’ yell every time 
an opportunity. 

A the Gophers appeared to have the game 
safe the Minnesota stand rose en masse and 
gave a yell which made the Maroon contin- 
gent feel anything but happy. Who can? 
Minnesota can can Chicago.” This was the 
cheer which created a great deal of hard 
feeling’ between the two factions, but the 
Maroon adherents had no means of coming 


back at them, as the score became larger for 
the Gophers. The only way the Chicago ag- 


gregation got back at them.at all was to 
refer to the scores of the last two years, but 
under the conditions these remarks fell off 
them like water from a duck's back. 


Alumni Out in Force. 

This was alumni day at the Gopher insti- 
tute, and the old grads came in by the 
hundreds. Classes that graduated in recent 
years were better represented, while there 
were many gray heads in attendance. Some 
from as far as Seattle to attend the 
game. As Minnesota was the victor their 
visit was made doubly pleasant. 

The gates were thrown open at noon, and 
long before that hour a great crowd of people 
lined up in front of the genera! admission 
windows to procure tickets which would let 
it see the contest from the ends of the field.

As Johnson is and has been in the public 
eye for the last few years and has grown into 
prominence during the time that Jeff has been 
in retirement, his performances, the one which 
brought him the championship of today and 
others, are fresh in the minds of the fans. 
The great majority see in the big black a 
fighter who is champion in the present régime 
simply because of the paucity of men of the 
caliber of Jeffries, Sharkey, or Corbett. Few 
will ‘concede that the Galveston negro is in 
the same class with the men who reigned 
a few short years ago. But still Johnson is 
the champion and it is up to Jeff to show the 
world that he deserves or does not deserve 
the title. 

But taking all that can be taken into con- 
sideration, a colossal task confronts the big 
bollermaker. Though he retired an unbeaten 
champion, Jeffries cannot by any stretch of 
imagination be the same Jeffries of his active 
ring days. Five years is a long time to be out 
of harness, and the dissipation, be it small or 
big, is certain to be a huge factor in the per- 
formance of James J. when he faces the 
negro next July.

But, on the other hand, should the boiler- 
maker be returned victor, it would demon- 
strate beyond all shadow of doubt that the 
fighters of a few years ago were far and 
away better than the Johnson type. 


If Negro Should Win! 

Then, looking at the picture from the other 
viewpoint, that of a victory by the negro, 
decisive or otherwise; the question would be 
raised by a select few, and these admirers of 
the negro—might it not show that the John- 
son of today is a better man than the Jeffries 
in his prime? The answer would come from 
those who have seen both men in action ip 
their palmiest days, and would be a decisive 
no. It is simply a matter of judgment, but 
in the minds of those who know the game 
of pugilism, the Jeffries who knocked out 
Fitssimmons and Corbett would have eaten 
Johnson alive.” 

Johnson is credited with leading the pres- 
ent brigade because of the mediocre class of 
fighters now milling. All due credit is given 
him and there is none who will not concede 
that he is the champion. And so alse, and 
by the same token, is he accorded the dis- 
tinction of being the only black man who 
ever held the title of world’s champion. 

That Jeffries should be dragged from re- 
tirement to fight Johnson should and will 
bring him much praise. He will be praised by 
every one whether he wins or loses, and de- 
serves it, although at the same time the fact 
that he has been well paid for his task must 
not be overlooked. The fact that a negro 
held the title was the prime cause of Jeff's 
consenting to make the attempt to return 
the title to a white man, but before he gave 
that consent the big Californian saw with 
the eyes of wisdom that his reward in a 
financial way would make the effort worth 
while. Theatrical engagements brought him 
large chunks of coin of the realm. 


Battle to a Finish. 

Jeffries made a hit when signing the arti- 
cles of agreement by demanding that it be 
a finish fight. But it did not take Johnson 
long to agree to these terms. Jeff declared 
that the public demanded a long contest that 
should bring about a decisive result. In this 
he certainly showed more wisdom, for had 
the men agreed to anything shorter than 
forty-five rounds there would have been a 
howl from one end of the country to an- 
other. The fans want a finish fight and 
would not be satisfied until they got it. 

Another feature of the meeting was the 
agreement to split the purse with a winner's 
and a loser’s end, it being decided to break 
the money 75 and 25 per cent. There was 
little argument in this matter, both fighters 
being willing, although Johnson wanted the 
winner to take all at the last moment.

Doubling: at bridge will always be one 
of the most interesting features of the 
game, if only for the reason that it ar- 
fects results so tremendously.

Could the 
Wrights and Curtiss, Zeppelin and Bleriot 
have conquered the air with rum drenched 
brains and jangling nerves? Our great sci- 
entists and medical men, knowing well the 
Gangers that lurk in the sparkling glass, 
shun it as they would a deadly poison, which 
indeed it is. Kelvin, Crookes, Roentgen, 
Curie, and Koch have all been total ab- 
stainers. 

Drink saps the vital energies and dulls the 
brain. It never stimulates, but always re- 
tards; it never causes progress, but always 
retrogression; it has never assisted, but al- 
way hindered the world. 

It has stripped the crown from the brow of 
manhood and engirdled it with the crimson 
band of shame; it has plucked the flowers 
from the gardens of success and in their 
place has strewn the weeds of diégrace and 
failure. It has wrenched the sword of vic- 
tory from the hands of conquerors, turned it 
into a scourge, and driven them from the 
arena of fame into the darkness of obscurity; 
from royal brows it has taken imperial 
crowns and dashed them into fragments on 
the stone of defeat and ignominy.

Builders of America Temperate. 


The men who made America were, with 
some. notable exceptions, of abstemious hab- 
its and austere lives. They stified the animal 
in their natures for the sake of the spiritual; 

they conquered their appetites and as a re- 
sult they were able to conquer their enemies. 
They were men of mind and soul, not of 
palate and stomach. 

Probably the hardiest men on earth are 
the Russlan peasants. These men never taste 
intoxicants and live principally on biack 
bread and leeks. They can Work for twenty 
hours a day, and so strong are théy that one 
of them can fell an ox with a single blow of 
the fist. Count Lyof Tolstoi is a striking ex- 
ampie of this race. Another immensely 
strong and hardy race are the west of Ire- 


land peasants, who chiefly exist on potatoes 
and sour buttermilk and never even see in- 
toxicating liquor in any form. They livetoa 
great age, most of them reaching the century 
mark. 

In Norway the country people never use 
fermented liquors and are strong and long 
lived. “ As strong as a Turk has become a 
proverb. The Turks live chiefly on rice and 
figs and never indulge in ardent spirits. 
Hindu messengers cover sixty miles a day, 
keeping it up for days and weeks and months 
atatime. They never taste liquors.

Our monthly expenses ran something like 
this; Rent, $32.50; cleaning and laundry, a 
woman four days a month, $6; gas, $3.50; 
milk, cream, and butter, $6.50; groceries, 
meat, and other incidental expenses, about 
$37. Our expenses were never more than 
$80 each. As we should have had to pay at 
least $7 a week for board and high prices for 
laundry, we felt that we lived economically. 
We felt, too, that the little extra work we did 
was worth the freedom and the happiness we 
enjoyed.

The estate, of 
which his wife became the sole executor, 
mounted to more than a million dollars, 
$600.000 of which was insurance. 
Following the example of her late husband, 
Mrs. Netcher then promptly applied for an 
equal amount of insu The company 
which had issued the policy of $00,000 for her 
husband would issue only 200.000 on her life. 
She therefore took $300,000 more in another 
ny. The first $700,000 was written on 
the: nonparticipating plan. and the .$300.000 
Which she took out last week, on the partici- 
ore plan. all being whole life insurance. 
Netcher takes out the insurance to pro-

„HEN the great railway systems of | 
the country get around to proof of 
the point that it's safer to ride on 
railway trains than it te to stay at 
home and follow the ordinary occu- 

pations of the ordinary citizen, raliroading 
will have reached its millennial period. 

Taking the figures of four of the great sys- 
tems of the country for the fiscal year 1900, 
in which period not a single passenger wes 
killed in transit, there are indications of 
this millennium in railroading. Forty thou- 
sand miles of track over which. 60,000,000 
passengers have been carried in safety is @ 
proposition making the Chicago death 
strip” and the negotiations of the city’s 
boulevard ¢rossings on a pleasant day a 
horror in comparison. 


The Pennsylvania, the Burlington, the 


Northwestern, and the Rock Island railwey 
systems have reported a twelvemonth period 
ef operation without the death of a single 
passenger from a rallxay accident. In mak- 
ing these figures stand out in relief, the 
Northwestern line in carrying its 27,000,000 
passengers in safety calls attention to the 
fact that approximately these millions equal 
the population of New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Inos. Indiana, and Massachusetts. 
Nothing approaching these millions of rail- 
road passengers were carried in that year by 
all the automobiles in service in those states.

Long Chances Formerly Taken. 

A generation ago that man who had de- 
fore him a railroad journey of two or three 
hundred miles was considered to be taking 
long chances on his fe. Asa citizen taking 
helf a dozen such trips in the course of a 
year, the life insurance companies were dis- 

sed. to count him a bad risk. As for the 
commercial! traveler whose life was much on 
the railroads, many life insurance companies 
refused him the protection of a policy under 
any circumstances. 

Today the traveling salesman is consid- 
ered a first class risk by the life and acci- 
dent insurance companies. As a member of 
a mutual organization he may be expected 
to continue with the company, keeping his 
dues paid up, while long ago the suspicion of 
risk in railroad travel was allayed. With 
the disposition of many states to raise the 
Mmit of Mability of corporations guilty of 
negligence causing death, the railroads have 
been at work steadily in reducing the mini- 
mum of risk for ite passengers 

Men not yet arrived at the Oslerization 
age remember the time. when in the life of 
the old single track railway, the safety of a 
trainload of passengers depended largely 
upon a single telegraph operator, dozing in 
dome little wayside station. He might re- 


. cae ceive a misinterpreted order from his train 


dispatcher and send a train from his siding 
into a head-on collision. He might go to 
sleep at his key and fail to give the order for 
the second Gass train to clear for the train 
having the right of way. Or, having his or- 
ders, the old, arbitrary freight conductor 
of twenty-five years ago might tell the sta- 

n operator to seek a warmer climate while 
he signaled his engineer to a burst of speed 
in the effort to make the next siding, ten 
miles away, in advance of the oncoming train 
that had been given the right of way. If the 
buliheaded conductor made the siding safely, 
mothing was said about the chance; if he

Many Contributions to Conditions. 

Double tracks with better ballast and bet- 
ter fails, better rolling stock, the air brake, 
the block signal, and, above all, a better 
éelass of men in railroad service generally, 
have brougkt about the bloodless year in the 
passenger service of the great railroad sys, 
tems. .

at his key. And, even more effective in re- 
guit, the great railroad company is taking 
the measure of its employé who is in- 
trusted with the operation of trains—as to his 
- Judgment, his sobriety, his eyesight, genera! 
health, and physical condition. That old, 
dreary, horror working catalogue of un- 
avoidable accidents "' once recognized in rail- 
way Operation has been cut and pruned and 
trimmed until the word aceldent,“ regard- 
less of any adjective modifying it, is losing 
iteelf in the vocabulary of railroading.

Small Accident Causes Delay. 

One of the commonest of small accidents te 
the modern fast train is the bursting of an 
air brake hose between two cars. Ordinarily 
in such a case a trainman ig helpless as to 
repairing the damage. He reports the orip- 
pled condition of the brakes to his conductor 
and it may be that for the remainder of the 
division run the speed schedule is reduced 
in order to preserve the element of safty. 
Under tutelage of the school it is anticipated 
that a competent brakeman or conductor will 
be equipped to make the repairs on the spot. 

With the modern passenger locomotive re- 
duced practically to a standard type, the 
engineer and his fireman may be instructed 
in the mechanism of the engine until every 
likely accident to the machinery may be 
understood in an instant and the difficuky 
overcome with the least delay and danger. 

Next in importance to prevention of acci- 
dents the modern railway feels the necessity 
of maintaining its train schedules. Compe- 
tition is such that in great railways centers 
a fast passenger train running intoa terminal 
one hour late may have a marked effect upon 
passenger traffic of that particular une for 
days. Not only this, but such delays, affect- 
ing the delivery of tons of letter mail, may 
prejudice a road in its postoffice contracts. 

* * 


Technical Knowledge Needed. : 


In this manner those avoidable delays 
which require only technical knowledge on 
the part of the train operatives to reduce, ap- 
peal strongly to the management of the great, 
railroad systems. Gradually it ie becoming 
impreseed upon the railroads that system- 
atized business on the lines of least resist- 
ance is making its demands for a more tech- 
nical and specialized knowledge on the part 
of. the train operative. A producing wo 
working as closely as possible to lines o 
scientific exactness and depending upon the 
railroads as the connecting link between 
producer and customer, naturally has been 
influencing railway technics beyond the old 

Ppréentice system of instruction. 

here are engineers on rolls of honor 
through Jong terms of service who still more 
or less are ignorant of fundamental mechan- 
leis ms in the modern locomotive. As fire- 
men, years ago, they learned of engineers 
who were operating locomotivee of an other 
pattern altogether. Ordinarily a fireman 
learne no more than the knowledge and the 
disposition of his engineer allow of his learn- 
ing. A gruff, silent engineer, knowing every- 
thing, may impart little; a jolly good fellow 
on the other side of the cab may know little 
to impart to his apprentice. Which is the 
situation leading to the.modern railroad 
school. 

A few years ago one of the leading rall- 
roads out of Chicago issued a bound book 
written by one of its freight experts and 
designed as a manual for handling freight, 
issued free to its agents everywhere. It was 
in itself a practical handbook which with a 
thorough reading and digestion of contents 
would have equipped the man of ordinary in- 
telligence for hie work. — 

* * ‘ 
Big Differegce in Increases. 

Incidental to this little volume the writer 
showed that in handling freight which earned 
the road $37,665,007 in one year, claims ag- 
gregating $330,611 had been filed, represent- 
ing lost and damaged goods in transit. In 
a certain period under consideration the in- 
crease in freight earnings was shown to be 
only 40 per cent, while the increase in claims 
for damages had been 470 per cent. In this 
fact alone was reason for the manual of in- 
struction, as a business man could see. 

Not allthis was negligence and lack of care. 
Common sense in joacing cars cut a lange 
figure in the showing. Lack of technic in 
handling certain lines of stuff had been im- 
mensely costly to the pany. 

It ie in this way thet Me schools devoted 
to teaching the specialtiee of railroading are 
finding their constituent students. Limits of 
speed may be said to have been reached on 
the rails. The problem pow is to approach 
the Umits of safety for both passengers and 
freight in transit. Attainment of this end 
must come through the intelligent operative, 
grounded in the knowledge of those things 
which are needful for him to learn. Rail- 
roading is assuming the proportions of a 
vast. complicated science. The railroad man 
must become a scientist.

It has long been known that household pets 
transmit disease to human beings, and this 
subject is receiving more attention today 
than ever before. The cat is probably the 
chief offender. This animal suffers with » 
form of “ itch,” with ringworm, eczema, and 
similar unpleasant conditions, all of which 
are communicable, and many cases can be 


traced to no other source than the family + 


cat. 

It is a well established fact that cats con- 
tract diphtheria. It is often puzzling to ex- 
plain how a contagious disease has reached 
a home apparently isolated from every soufee 
of contamination. The household pet has 
escaped detection. ~ 

For .experimental purposes a cat was in- 
duced to take up its abode in a hospital 
ward devoted exclusively to the care of suf- 
ferers from whooping cough. In due course 
of time this cat sickened with every symptom 
ot the disease. 

Birds and fow ot all kinds are susceptible 
to throat aftectlolls; the practice of training 
danaries and parrots to eat from one’s lips 
is a foolish one, not without danger, for 
a slight throat trouble in a human being 
may take on an aggravated form in the bird 
and develop into a malignant condition when 
reconveyed.

Fallacy of Mad Dog Scare. 

Hydrophobia, or rabies, is a terrible dis- 
ease when it attacks the human being. Many 
abnormal lovers of the dog deny its existence. 
They do not know that it takes a long time 
for this disease to manifest itself after infec- 
tion has occurred; forty days, sometimes 
longer. Every now and then one hears of a 
community being swept by a mad dog scare, 
which is exceedingly unfortunate and pro- 
ductive of a great deal of harm in many 
ways. As a matter of fact, dogs with distem- 
per do not run about madly from pillar to 
post unlegs driven by a lot of hysterical folk. 
For want of something more interesting to 
do, a mad dog scare is frequently gotten up 
by cruel boys, the parents of whom may be 
anti-vivisectionists. 

Dogs aleo 2 disease th h fleas, 
upon their fur, and In other ways. The Ger- 
man ‘government prohibits the presence of 
cats and dogs in pharmacies, as being one 


means of lessening the possibility. of con- 


tagion through this source. ; 
Perhaps no animal contributes #o largely 
to human suffering asthecow. Although the 
great discoverer of tuberculosis deciares thie 
disease, as it exists in the cow, is not trans- 
mittable to human beings, it is now pretty 
conclusively established that bovine con- 
sumption is conveyed particularly to chil- 
dren through the milk of diseased cows espe- 
cially. but also through butter and possibly 
“~ flesh of animals. * 
hile children do contract consumption 
of the lungs, they suffer to a far greater ex- 


tent than adults from other forms.of this. 


disease, and these other forms: Pott's dis- 
ease of the spine, hip disease, various other 
joint affections, such as white swelling and 
the like, are all believed to be conveyed to 
these unfortunate children through the pro- 


ducts of infected cattk. — 


While the government employs dairy in- 
spectors and the health authorities are doing 
an important work in their efforts to mini- 
mize the danger from this source, the posel- 
bility of infection with bovine tuberculosis 
can be completely nullified if in every house- 
noid the milk is pasteurized and all meat is 
thoroughly cooked. !

3 this has been done, it must be 
borne in mind that there are two dis- 
tinct parts to a coat, the upper and lower 
halves. and that a fault tn the lower part can 
never be corrected by pulling the coat up at 
the top. or looseness at the top be corrected 
by pulling the coat down. 

There is an imaginary dividing line run- 
ming around the coat where the bust meas- 
ure is taken, and in pinning up or letting out 
any of the seams be sure that the coat is not 
disturbed there. If necessary hold it in place 
by pinning it lightly to the blouse in 
two or three places. Where a coat is too 
loose around the neck and on the shoulders 
the altering is done at the shoulder seams. 

Watching carefully to see that the middle 
ef the front and back are kept in place, pin 
the seam up from the right side the neces- 
gary amount. The pinning up is usually done 
evenly on both sides of a shoulder seam. 
When one shoulder is pinned do the other in 
the same manner. In pinning up looseness 
im the length seams care must be exercised 
mot to have it too loge or too tight. The fit 
of 4 coat in this particular varies so from 
year to rear that one should carefully ob- 
serve the tendencies of the season's coats in 
this particular so 9 to make no mistakes. 

* 

Tf too ſoose the only change often necessary 
is to pin the underarm teams up. taking off 
an equal amount on each side of the seam. 
Care must algo be taken in these seams to 
keep the back and front of the coat on a 
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straight line, and not draw them ever so lit- 
tle out of place in pinning. If any other seams 
need taking up evenly do the work in the 
same manner as on the others. 

Take the coat off and take each pin out 
just enough to loosen the other side of the 
seam, then stick the pin in again, on one 
side of the seam only and be careful that each 
one goes into the same holes as before. 

Rip the seams open and on the shoulder 
the sleeves across the top, and the collar, 
part way, will also have to be ripped loose 
from their respective seams. Holding the 
coat wrong side out, stick pins in the wrong 
side of the seams to be altered exactly on a 
line with the pins on the right side of the 
séams. Take those out that are on the right 
side and pin the seams together on the wrong 
side, baste carefully and try on. On the col- 
lar it will be necessary to take the seam in 
in the middle of the back, and this should be 
carefully pinned up when the coat is on to 
be sure and have it take the right slant. When 
the seams have been found to be correct they 
are stitched, pressed open and the lining 
hemmed in place agen. 


Tt is sometimes necessary, in order to pre- 
serve the beauty of a line, to take a seam up 
more on one side of it than on the other. If 
this is 80, pin it up as it should go, then when 
it id taken off the figure stick pins straight 
through the seam from the opposite side to 
that where the other pins are and stick them 
straight through so that they touch the other 
pina When this is done the first pins may 
be taken out enough to allow the seam to be 
unpinned, and then these pins are replaced. 

This shows pins on both sides of the seam 
exactly where the seam was pinned up. Run 
a basting thread in the outside material ex- 
actly where the pins are—take the pins out, 
rip your seam, pin together on the wrong side 
exactly in the basting threads and try on. 
After this way has been followed a few times 
it will not seem difficult or tedious, and ifthe 
directions are followed it will be found to be 
an accurate way of working. 

Never make the mistake of trying a gar- 
ment on for a fitting wrong side out. If the 
thing is to be worn right side out always put 
it right side out. The fitting of no matter 
what character can be done on the figure 
from the right side. 

* e 

If the coat is too small anywhere the seams 
to be changed must be ripped, the coat tried 
on, the seams pinned in a lapped seam fash- 
ion, and then when the coat is off hold the 
seam firmly so it will Rot slip out of position, 
take the pins out and pin up and baste on the 
wrong side. A seam ‘that is altered only a 
part of its length must be gradually run into 
the original seam so that there is no break 
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where it ends. Use a ruleand let oneend run 
parallel with the seam where it is not altered, 
and the other end lie parallel with the altered 
seam near the end. 
Draw a straight line with chalk and baste 
on the chalk line. This will do away with the 
hump so often seen at the end of an altered 
seam. If the coat is really tight across the 
front it will be better to let out a little on the 
bust line and underarm seams instead of on 
two seams only. Too much altering of one 
seam destroys the proportion and makes an 
ugly effect. . , 
If the armhole is uncomfortable and cuts 
in the front rip the sleeves out, beginning a 
little back of the underarm seam and ripping 
around to about two Inches below the shoulder 
seam on the front. 
* 
Lay this part of the coat over one end of a 
sleeve board, first being sure that the lining Is 
laid back out of the way. Wet the curved 
portion of the armhole thoroughly and gently 
stretch it where the curve comes. Holding it 
out so as to get the benefit of the stretching, 
press perfectly dry with a hot iron, of course, 
having a thickness of unbleached or other 
heavy muslin between the coat and the iron. 
Try the coat on and it may be that the arm- 
holes will be comfortable. It is far better not 
to cut the armhole out any more than is ab- 
solutely necessary, and itis am easy matter to 
hopelessly ruin a garment by too much cut- 
ting there. However, if the armhole is stin

If the skirt has inverted plaits down the 
middie of the back they should meet easily 
and the hooks and eyes put on the plalts in- 
stead of onthe jacket. And the altering must 
be made on the side seams, as just stated, and 
on no account need the plaits be touched— 
providing they set smoothly. If the skirt 
needs Altering at the waist as well as the hips 
the band will have to be ripped. 

Where the length needs correcting the 
length measures should be taken from the 
bottom of the waist in the front, over both 
hips, and in the middle of the back to the 
floor. Do not trust these to your memory, 
but write them down, and if there le a dif- 
ference in the hip lengths mark distinctly 
for the right and the left sides. Lay the skirt 
on a table right side out; pin it together at the 
band so that there is a fold down the middle 
of the front, and in pinning keep correspond- 
ing seams together.

It a skirt is plaited the entire length and 
needs altering in the waist and hips two or 
more plaite on each side are lapped a little 
more or let out, as the case may require. 

A circular yoke is more difficult to handle 
and can be easily ruined in the handling, 
and for that reason had better not be tamp- 
ered with unless one is experienced. 

It is not always possible to tell the right 
side of dress goods by the way it is folded. 
Turn a corner of the goods at right angles to 
itself, hold it over the arm and on a level 
with the eye, and stand in front of and facing 
a window. Even though there may be no 
noticeable difference in the two sides, looking 
at it ordinarily, there will be a distinct dif- 
ference looking at it in this way. Any rough 
places in the threads will be thrown to one 
side in the weaving and this naturally will be 
the wrong side.

The ideal hostess is never hurried or flur- 
ried or excited. She is restful and always 
dignified... When Mrs. Smith arrives she 
knows exactly what to say to her and how 
to say it. When Mrs. Green arrives she will 
know which of her guests she will wish to 
chat with, and she casually mentions where 
they are to be found. She knows that no 
arriving guest must be neglected, and that 
just the proper word must be spoken to 
each. Further, when the hostess tells Mrs. 
Green where to find her friends, or when she 
makes the appropriate remark to Mrs. Smith, 
she neither giggies ner gushes. 

Gushing is an inexcusable habit, and one 
that should be strenuously avoided. The 
quiet, dignified woman is the one who Is a 
success; she does not make you feel un- 
comfortable by making tactless remarks, 
neither does she embarrass you by openly 
admiring your gown, coat, or hat, Only 
nervous and inexperienced women try to 
make themselves agreeable by gushing, and 
with it they defeat thelr own ends.

Special friends of the hostess, either mar- 
ried or unmarried women, seated one be- 
fore the punch bowl! or the chocolate, and 
one before the tray, serve the beverages, in 
which cage the maid need only see that the 
teapot, punch bowl, or chocolate pot and the 
dishes which hold the eatables are kept filled .

should also be plates, spoons, forks, napkins, 
and glasses for the ices upon the table, and

If there are many carriages expected, a 
man should be stationed in the street to tell 
the coachmen where to wait and to call 
them when they are required for departure. 
A man trained for this purpose may be found 
at almost any livery stable of a city. The 
man to stand at the front door should be 
provided by the caterer. 

Upstairs two rooms should be set apart 
for dressing rooms, one for the men, another 
ter the women. It is customary to have no 
attendant in the room, byt there should 
always be a maid in the women’s room to 
help when wraps must be removed. The 
men usually leave hats and overcoats up- 
stairs. Women leave their heavy outer 
wraps, if they prefer, but they wear their 
hats and gloves down to the reception room. 
At the appointed hour-the hostess and those 
appointed to receive with her, take their 
places in the drawing room. It is customary 
for the hostess to stand at the right of the 
door, so the entering guest may keep to the

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right. This position, too, enables the hostess 
to have those who are receiving with her 
on her right; then she may easily offer her 
right hand to the approaching guest and 


pass nei along, as it were, with an introduc- 


tion. 

The hostess must on no account leave the 
room, and if she is not standing by the door 
she must constantly watch it, so that she 
may step forward to welcome any new ar- 
rival. 

After the first guest appears the wise host- 
ess will dismiss the dining room from her 
mind and concentrate all her energies on 
being pleasant and tactful.

Land Industry of the Present. 
Important as the land industry always has been. 
at no period in our history has it been so in the 
forefront as today. After the settlement of the great 
prairies of the Mississippi valley and the occfiipation 
of the narrow valleys of the mountain country by 
stock growers there was a lull in immigration which 
was broken by the call of Canada to the far north- 
west. Almost simultaneously with the movement of 
the restless ones to the cheap lands of Canada began 
the development of irrigation under new laws and a 

new understanding of the great subject. 
The movement was not unlike that of water in 
a stream which finds itself suddenly stopped by 
some heayy obstruction. The flow continues and the 
water accumulates behind the barrier until its weight 
overcomes the object and water and obstructién all 
go down together. Se the tide of western migration, 
stopped by the scarcity of available lands, went for- 
ward with a mighty rush when the government an- 
nounced its purpose of spending $40,000,000 in irriga- 
tion. The adoption of the Carey act, which had been 
followed by the reclamation law, furnished a method 
of handling the possible great irrigation projects of 

the semi-arid regions.

Scientific Farming in lis Heyday. 

Never before has farming been carried on with 
such a sure scientific foundation. With soll, sunshine, 
and water in just the proportions demanded by plant 
and tree, the business of farming and fruit growing 
has become an occupation suited to the educated man 
and woman, Seientifle farming is in its heyday and 
intensive cultivation is making ten acres as profitable 
as eighty, and twenty acres as remunerative as a quar- 
ter section. 

It is no uncommon thing to see at work in the 
fields of an irrigated farm men of college training 
and of fine presence. With big horses and big tools, 
such as the west far more than the east employs, the 
intelligent young man can perform the tasks formerly 
requiring ten. No salaried positions in the learned 
professions can ordinarily command the pay equal to 
the returns from a forty acre farm under intelligent 
management. If the same area be put into orchard 
the yield ie often equal to that of the president’s sal- 
ary of some great railway system. No wonder ir- 
rigation and scientific farming attract all young men.

Attractions Keynote of the Show. 

The conditions which so much attract men and 
women of all degrees will form the keynote of the 
land show. The country where irrigation is a necés- 
sity is certain to be a land of sunshine. Ie is found 
that the rainless regions possess a soil of uncommon 
richness. Frosts and wind have worn the mountains 
down and covered with débris the countless valleys 
that succeed one another throughout many states. It 
is in these valleys that streams are found which are 
perpetually fed by mountain snows and from which 
the waters may be diverted for irrigation. The soil 
has retained its primitive fertility and with the com- 
ing Of water for irrigation it responds to the work of 
the agriculturist with generous returns. The condi- 
tions which true scientific agriculture demand are 
thus found in the irrigated regions—a rich soil, sun- 
shine in abundance, and just enough water to com- 
plete a scientific prescription for plant life and 
prodigious. crops. 1 , 

To appreciate the high values that ston must 
attach to all these lands we need look back only one 
generation and recall what the development has been: 
how important states have been organised and peo- 
pled, how cities have come into existence, how mil- 
lions upon millions have been expended in trans- 
portation lines and development of every kind. If 
we look forward but a generation we shall see cities 
planted where today are but the outposts of civiliza- 
tion, where the Indian trader's log structure is the 
chief center of interest, and where the old ranch 
house stands as a scout and herald of the coming 
population.

The color, size, per- 
fect form, and freedom from blemishes of all sorts 
at once gave this fruit a place in the markets of the 
country from which it has never been dislodged.

Many Seek the Throne. 
Since Luther Burbank showed how to de- 
velop plants by crossing varieties, it has been 
the ambition of every rose grower in America 
to produce a flower which would displace the 
American beauty. The rose grower who is 


striving to produce a new and meritorious. 


variety has a most difficult task. In the 


first place, he must grow super-excelient 
specimens of varieties already acknowledged 
to have merit, and must grow hundreds of 
them. These hundreds of healthy plants he 
must rose according to the Burbank 
method, that is place pollen from one variety 
upon another, in order to produce a seed hav- 
ing characteristics of both. 

A record must be kept of every cross 
and the resulting seed must be carefully 
saved and planted. One thousand plants 
from these seed will be found on a rosarian's 
farm, ali growing together, and under daily 
supervision to determine their merit. Out 
of the thousand, perhaps not one will be 
worth preserving: Year after year this 
process will be repeated until finally a-new 
plant will be found which meets all the diffi- 
cult requirements of the flower judges. This 
single plant will then be taken and cuttings 
made from it. In a year each of the cuttings 
will be a plant, and if the characteristics of 
the original seedling are preserved in all 
the plants grown from cuttings the rosarian 
knows he has a treasure. 

For three years he wil) grow his new find 
secretly, multiplying the plants until he has 
2,000 or so. Then he will announce his dis- 
covery: to the world, and in the gale of his 
2,000 plants will makea fortune. He cannot 
patent his new rose. very purchaser of a 
plant can multiply that plant, a thousand 
times, and in a few years every florist in the 
world will have roses of the new variety for 
sale. The florist is the only creator of some. 
thing new who cannot patent his creation.

reigned queen of flowers in thfs country for 
many years. At Christmas and other gala 
oceasions $1 each is the lowest price the 
grower of beauties wil accept. Every girl 
has dreamed of receiving two dozen beauties 
from her sweetheart for Christmas. Yet the 
American beauty rose is not an American 
rose. It originated in France, and had an- 
other name when first grown in this country. 
When its name was changed by a florist in 
Washington it began to grow in popular 
favor at once, and soon supplanted the old 
favorite Jack rose, which was really the 
Gen. Jacquiminot, a production of a French 
florist of the time of Napoleon I. 

Beautiful rose up to date has meant 
“American beauty.“ Now it is challenged 
to contend for its proud title and the Horti- 
cultural society of Chicago, under whose 
auspices the flower show is held, offer grow- 
ers an opportunity to achieve supremacy for 
their productions, 

The Horticultural society is an organization 
of flower lovers who are trying to foster in 
this city the appreciation of beautiful flowers 
and plants in which easterners have long 
been supposed to excell. Among the mem- 
bers of the society are found most of the 
Chicago society leaders. The directors are 
Clarence Buckingham, John J. Glessner, H. 
N. Higinbotham, Charlee L. Hutchinson, 
James Keeley, John Mitchell; Victor F. Law- 


son, Martin A. Ryerson, Edward H. Uihietn, 
and Charles H. Wacker. 

Each year for eighteen years—inchuding 
1900—there has been a flower show in Chi- 
cago, and gradually these displays have 
gained fame as the largest and best in Amer- 
ica. Boston and Philadelphia have horticul- 
tural societies with large endowments and 
beautiful halls, but nowhere can a flower 
show count on such enthusiastic support as 
the Chicago public gives the Chicago show. 
So without any endowment the Chicago so- 
ciety is enabled to offer bigger prizes and con- 
duct a show that excells all others. This 
year’s show is the seventeenth, because last 
year a national show was held here, thiscity 
being chosen because it had proved iteeifthe 
greatest center of flower lovers in the coun- 
try.

Prizes Exceed 65.000 Mark. 

More than $5,000 is offered in prizes for this 
year’s show, and as the landscape plan for 
the main hall will be Japanese chrysanthe- 
mum plants will be a great feature. But 
even the chryganthemum will not crowd the 
roses out of the limelight, and the greatest 
contest of roses ever held ig scheduled to take 
place. 

The show also this year will have as a new 
feature a eity beautiful school, conducted 
by City Forester Prost, who will deliver lec- 


ke 


tures each evening. Mr. Prost believes that 
the greatest progress toward beautifying this 
city can be made by home owners making 
their front and back yards into gardens. He 
will tell fower show visitors how they can do 
this and how they can make vacant lots near 
them beautiful at small expense. Flat dwell- 
ers will be told how window boxes can add 
attraction both to their rooms and to the 
outside world. Mr. Prost will illustrate his 
lectures with stereopticon views,and exhibits 
will be arranged as a supplement to his in- 
struction showing every shrub that can be 
grown in Chicago. In a tour of the show each 
visitor can see just how every flower looks 
that he should grow in his own garden, and 
can make up a list of them and a planting 
plan. Mr. Prost is preparing a pamphiet to 
distribute to visitors which will sive in print- 
ed form some of the instructions of his lec- 
ture. 

A Japanese landscape garden carried out in 
great detail will be the central feature of the 
show. Real turf will cover the acre of space 
in the maln hall and there will be winding 
walke, water, and pagodas and a rustic 
bridge. Around the hall will be booths in 
which the best methods of using flowers for 
wedding, reception, and dinner party decora- 
tions will be displayed. Lach booth will bea 
room adorned in the most tasteful manner. 
One thousand dollare in special prices are 
offered for these booths.

Relics of Chicago's 
Waterworks System 


OULDN’T it give you archaelogicai 
paresis? 

Large, soggy chunks of Chicago's 
early history are being exhumed 
from the reluctant soll in Randolph 

street, between State street and Wabash 
avenue, these days. These relics consist of 
saturated logs, hollowed out through the cem 
ter. They are portions of Chicago’s earliest 
water system. 

Workmen employed in the prevailing out- 
door practice of wrecking the pavements 
uncovered these ancient stretches of pipe. 
Local antiquarians examined the logs and 
promptly pronounced them to have been a 
part of the first city water main, laid in 1842. 
Although no dreamy poet has arisen to dedi- 
eate an ode to these recovered antiques, a 
historian has produced a brief outline of the 
details of their installation. 

It was on March 19, 1836, that the first or- 
ganization was formed with the object te 
furnish water to the citizens of Chicago. 
This company invested $24,000 In building a 
water plant and equipping it with a twenty- 
four horse power engine. The engine house 
stood at Michigan avenue and Lake street. 
Into the lake there extended a fourteen Inch 
suction pipe. 

This first company was known as the Chi- 
cago Hydraulic company. It laid approxi- 
mately two miles of water main in 1842 and 
these logs now being dug up were a part of 
that system“ The grand opening of 
that first waterworks was held on June 10, 
1842. 

This company was succeeded by the Chi- 
cago City Hydraulic company in 1850. Not 
until 1854 did the new firm use iron pipes. 
Up to December of that year there had been 
thirty and one-half miles of iron pipe laid.

ROWSING in the bookshops has be- 
come a favorite diversion for the 
noon hour in Chicago.

Placing Tunnel Quick Work. 


‘“* We'll have the tunnel in postion in an 
hour,“ id Supt. Landgauth. “ With tugs 
at either end of it the tunnel will be swung 
squarely across the river, valves at either 
end will be opened and filling with water, the 
thing will settle to its place as easy 48 a 
sinking stone.“ 

This tunnel, towing into the river some 
fine morning next spring may startle river 
communities with visions of a gigantic, dou- 
ble-barreled torpedo, Manned by modern 
pirates. 

As a piece of mechanism, its place of manu- 
facture will be a shipyard. It will be of three- 
quarter inch boiler steel, its component sheets 
of metal measuring 5 by 8 feet rectangles. 
The inside measurements of these steel tubes 
are to be 24 by 41 feet each. They will be 
riveted together for their full length of 
99) feet. and the ends closed by watertight 
bulkheads, allowing them to be floated and 
towed with greatest ease. 

Lest this description give the reader a 
mistaken idea of lightness, however, it is 
remarked that each lineal foot of this steel 
shell weighe 4,500 pounds, a total of 1,260,000 
pounds. This is nothing, however, when 
compared to its weight when inside it shall 


be covered with an average of two and a half 


feet concrete lining, molded into the rein- 
forcing lattice steel. Each lineal foot of 
this completed double tunnel will weigh 
52,000 pounds, a total of.14,560,000 pounds.

Conerete Necessary to Sinking. 
Necessarily the bulk of thie concrete will 


be set in the bottom of the steel shell in order 


that it shall sink right side up. In fact, 
most of this concrete ie required for sinking 
aubes and holding them in place 
after tunnel connections are made with the 
shore and the water has been pumped from 
it. How the concrete will be distributed is 
suggested in the comparison of the diameters 
of the steel shell and those of the finished 
tunnel. 

The height of each shell is forty-one test. 
with a width of gwenty-four feet. When 
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the concrete lining is done the bores will 
measure twenty feet high and fourteen feet 
wide. These figures indicate that top and 
bottom, the shell will have @ concrete lining 
approximately twenty-one feet thick, while 
the sides will have two feet thickness of lin- 
ing. With the intricacies of steel lattice ribs 
braced in the shell to hold the concrete to- 
gether with the logitudinal steel bars running 
through and binding the material, it isn’t 
likely that any craft in the river purposely 
would bump into the tunnel top. 

But there isn’t the least liklihood that the 
river craft could do it, far the reason thai the 
top of the tunnel will lie twenty-seven feet 
below city datum. In the building of this 
new tunnel it has been the purpose of the 
city to place the top of it 80 far down that any 
future captain, sea cook. bo'sn, midshipmite, 
or whatnot will have to scuttle his craft in 
order to find it. 

When the tunnel shell has been towed into 
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stream out of the way of avy porsibie river 
traffic, the thing will be floating high on the 
water. Navigation will have been closed any- 
how, and only the drainage canal currents in 
the river possibly can disturb the work of 
putting in the concrete Minings. The bulk- 
heads closing each of the shell’s ends will be 
cut away from the top to allow of ingress to 
workmen and materials. For one of the 
necessities of the work that with the ac- 
enmulating tons of concrete lining the walls 
its growing weight shall sink it low enough, 
but not too low in the water. When the Un- 
ing is in place the structure still will be float- 
ing and the opening of valves in the bulk- 


heads will be necessary to let in enough water 


to drop the tunnel tg the bottom.

Sheathing Holds Back Banke. 
After the tunnel hes sunk to place in the 
river trench, only the strips of street between 
the banks and thé “1” beam sheathing driv- 
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en across as a protection agains? oozing 
banks will need to be excavated, walled over, 
and covered in to the street levels. 

These beams, sixty three feet long, will be 
driven by a plledriver in the same manner 
that wooden piles are sunk. The I' edges 
are held together by a locking device of steel. 
and when the last one is in place a virtual 
wall of steel will hold back the river banks in 
the disposition to ooze and crumble into the 
dredged trench that must go so far below the 
present bottom of the tiver. a 

How much lower the new tunnel will be 
than was the old one is seen in the fact that, 
bored as the old tunnel was, its bottom was 
only forty-seven feet below city datum, with 
the top about fourteen feet below the water 
level. 

Max Landgauth, a member of the MoGoy- 
ern company, is the originator of this float- 
ing, sinking tunnel bore. Practically, some 
such ingenious plan of working was made 
necessary by the United States government. 
Boring under the river under the conditions 
imposed at La Salle street, coffer dams would 
have been necessary and the government is 
against the use of them in the Chicago river. 
Moreover, the boring ef such a tunnei would 
havé éonsumed a year; it is estimated that 
the steel shell can be completed in five or six 
months, while it can be sunk to place in an 
hour.

Present Work Involves Care. 

In the MeGovern contract 560 days are al- 
lowed for completion of the work. Digging 
as at present with picks and shovels in the 
street, the work is not only slow, but it in- 
volyes care of water mains, gas mains, and 
the miscellany of public and privateinterests 
buried under Chicago's downtown streets. 
Under the contract the builders do no more 
than restore the streets to grade. This tunnel 
cost of $1,166,000 does not include repaving 
and settling the streets, a further work which 
may make the total costs reach $1,250,000. 

Built as a link in that future subway sys- 
tem which Chicago is anticipating in the 
future, this tunnel may be adapted quickly 
to present surface cars crossing the river. 
While the tunnel depth at Randolph and ai 
Iilinois streets will be thirty-eight feet, it 
admits of a track incline from the street 
levels to the bottom of the tunnel under the 
river up and down which cars from the sur- 
face may be run. These inclines may be as 
temporary in their nature as may be desired, 
to be torn away at any time the subway work 
downtown is ready for connecting with it as 
a river link to the north side. 

At the present time La Salle street between 
Randolph and Lake streets is closed wholly 
to traffic for teams. It must remain closed 
until the ditch ie dug and walled as a tunnel. 
This is one of the kicks’ experienced by 
the builders against the ditch tunnel, and 
these kicks are expected to be harder and 
longer continued when the crossing of Lake 
and South Water streets is made.

Fear. Unknown to Workers. 

„We go’ right into the Crazy house, the 
Bedbug row, any place, holding prayer meet- 
inigs and we get results. One night sixty- 
nine men, white withsnow, stood tn the storm 
when one.of the sisters preached tn the street 
in front of a row of reports on both sides. 
Large crowds have stood in the rain, under 
umbrelias until after midnight, listening tc 
the testimonies and the bible readings. We 
begin our services about 7 p. m. and work 
until 2 or 4 end sometimes 5 o'clock in the 
morning. The longer we stay the harder itis 
to tear ourselves away: for in the earlier 
dawn the districts become more reeling, more 
boisterous, more lawless.

If we had Som Place to take these girls 
I veiteve ther ‘could be rescued.

Why not have one for 
I know a hundred old women, 
former inmates of the rts, turned loose 
dox cars and sa- 


loons. One night our minister's wife and a 
helper found two old white haired women 
roaming around in the rain. The mission- 
aries went to different charitable institu- 
tions, trying to get shelter for the outcasts, 
but not one would have them. ‘The mission- 
aries then took the helpless old women into 
their own homes, for the night. We can’t 
have them in our homes any more than other 
people, so we need a municipal lodging house 
for such women. 

As many of the dive keepers have told 
us, “Our women are lost in sin, begin your 
work farther back,’ we try to have a network 
system of bureaus connecting the smal! cit- 
les with the larger, whereby we can learn 
the address of every girl who -leaves for 
another city to work. We then can commu- 
nicate with the girl's parents, or relatives. 
Many girls are in the levees, fooling their 
parents. One girl in the red light distriet 
goes home to her grandmother every Christ- 
mas, pretending — Ma she is a milliner.

With an almost total want of amusement in 
legitimate ways they are compelled to seek 
pleasure in the degradation and vice. They 
go along the line of least resistance, they 
follow the crowd and are dragged along by 
the stream to ruin. 

„The Desplaines street district. that is, the 
vice of that district,’’ said a foreign editor, 
is not only ruining thousands of immi- 
grants here physically and morally, it Is 
also felt in the old world. 
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Old World Feels the Effect. 


The vice and viciousness which the im- 
migrants Mving around here see and meet 
with daily dull their feelings of religion and 
morality. They have always been accus- 
tomed -to look upon America as a higher and 
more civilized country. Now, if America 
condones such things, if America permits 
vice to parade openly, it is evidently proper. 
Many of these men when they return to their 
villages in the old world demoralize the peo- 
ple there. Decency and honesty becomes a 
mockery with them there as they have been 
accustomed to look upon it here. 

„As for the younger generation which is 
being brought up in this neighborhood—and 
this neighborhood does not yet know of race 
suicide—it is predestined to a life of crime 
and degradation from the outset. Of course 
there are exceptions, there will be excep- 
tions always. But in the main the surround- 
ings here are such as to blunt all finer senti- 
ments and intensify the coarser, baser side of 
life. 

The wonder it not that there are so many 
child criminals and so many erring girls in 
the slums, but that there are not more. With 
vice not only bordering so close, but actually 
making inroads upon respectable neighbor- 
hoode, what else could be expected?“ 

But why do the people of that district 
tolerate the proximity of vice to their homes? 
The Hebrew institute, which has started a 
crusade for the cleaning out of this district, 
has anewered this question. 

5 — 


Ignorance the Chief Reason. 


The people tolerate it, it was declared at 
the institute, because they don't know what 
eise they can do. The immigrants in the 
district are all crushed and intimidated. They 
are all fully occupied in finding sufficient 
bread for their chidren. Further than that 
they cannot see. A few who can see and 
would like to protest are afraid to raise thefr 
voices. Russian Jews, with the memory of 
Kisheneff and Odessa massacres still fresh 
in their minds, fear to complain to a police- 
man, partly because they have known the 
police of Russia to be on the side of their 
oppressors, and partly because they have 
heard u this country that the police are 
friendly to the divekeepers. 

Who is responsible for these rumors which 
float about the population no one knows. 
Perhaps they are spread by the divekeepers 
themselves, who wish to impress it upon the 
people that they are there with the pérmis- 
sion of the city authorities and any protest 
against them will bring the. protestants in 
conflict with the authorities. 

Whatever the reasons for this public in- 
difference or fear, or perhaps both, on the 
part of the respectable residents of the west 
side may be, there is no question of their 
private abhorrence for the vice district 
which stretches but a few blocks from their 
homes. 
jiven in Plenty. 


There is no que tion of their abhorrence for 
the men who make vice their business. Par- 
ents are constantly warning thelr children, 
especially their daughters. Brothers warn 
their sisters, especially those who have but 
recently come from the old world. Young 
men warn their gir) friends to look out for 
these human vultures. Modesty, in which 
the foreigner is not lacking, is forgotten in 
the presence of this great danger. 

In many ot the sweatshops the older work- 
ers, who are themselves fathers t families, 
make it their d to talk to the voung girls 
who work there, vecially the ris who are 
newly arrived 1 chis country and have no 
parents or friends here to warn and enlighten 


them.

Proper Thing in Arrests. 


Just how an arrest should be made to ac- 
cord with the new rules is a matter of discus- 
sion among the detectives themselves. The 
more radical insist that the following is 
proper arret etiquette under the new régime: 

No detective should make an arrest with- 
out being properly introduced to his victim. 
To speak to a person without an introduc- 
tion indicates the depths of low breeding and 
Savors distinctly of coarseness. 

In informing a prisoner that he is under 
arrest the detective should do so in a manner 
least calculated to offend the prisoner’s sen- 
sibilities. ‘‘ May.I Have the pleasure of your 
company for a brief carriage ride?“ is good 
form for a beginning. It may be supple- 
mented by: “It is a most pleasant morning. 
There are rubber tires on the patrol wagons. 
The ride will do you good.“ 


If the prisoner is so rude and inconsiderate 3 


as to resist the detective under no circum- 
Stances is he to become irritated. Irritation 
leads to harsh language. The recital of 
some soothing sentiment, preferably in verse, 
has a tendency to allay anger. In extreme 
cases a dose of Alfred Austin may be used if, 
in the detective’s opinion, the prisoner is 
strong enough to stand it. 

If the prisoner escapes the detective may 
indulge himself to the extent of O, piffie!”’ 
Beyond this good breeding cannot go. 

The proper costume for arrests may vary 
With the tastes of the detective, but it Is 
agreed by all that a flower in the buttonhole 
is a necessity.
